COMMUNICATIONS 

Regarding  a  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
requesting  comments  on  a  proposed  Charter  Amendment  concerning 
abandonment  of  transit  service,  President  Sanger  requested  that 
the  General  Manager  prepare  a  response  in  opposition  to  the 
Charter  amendment  with  the  reasons  therefore . 

Regarding  the  request  for  comments  on  a  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
relating  to  creation  of  a  Transportation  Commission,  President 
Sanger  said  that  if  this  is  the  same  version  that  had  been  intro- 
duced by  Supervisor  Molinari  there  is  no  action  to  be     taken  at 
this  time  because  the  Commission  is  on  record  in  support  of  the 
proposal  and  had  requested  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  take 
the  matter   from  the  table . 

Regarding  the  request  for  comments  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
concerning  a  proposed  policy  declaration  relating  to  acceptance 
of  Municipal  Railway  Fast  Passes  on  BART,  Mr.   Sklar  said  that 
no  action  was  necessary  as  this  represents  the  Board's  support 
of  efforts  being  made  by  staff.

PUBLIC  HEARING  —  To  consider  modification  in  the  schedule  of 
rates,  fares  and  charges  for  Municipal  Railway  cable  car  service. 

Ms.   Jo  IvGster  of  the  Bureau  of  Financial  Management  said  that 
staff  recommends  raising  the  adult  cash  fare  to  $1.00.  This 
would  not  affect  anyone  using  a  Fast  Pass,  Discount  Fast  Pass, 
or  discount  riders  paying  in  cash.     Discount  riders  would  be 
allowed  to  transfer  to  the  cable  car  free  of  charge.  Adults 
would  be  required  to  pay  an  additional  50C  to  transfer  to  the 
cable  car  system.     Sunday  and  Holiday  Day.  Passes  would  be 
available  on  all  days  of  the  week  and  the  price  would  be  raised 
to  $3.00.     This  fare  structure  is  estimated  to  yield  an  additional 
$1,3  to  $1.9  million  per  year. 

Mr.  Norman  Rolfe  opposed  the  higher  fare  structure.     He  said  that 
the  reasons  given  for  the  dollar  fare  are;     1,     stick  the  tourists, 
2.     residents  won't  be  hurt  because  they  can  use  Fast  Passes  and 
Discount  Fast  Passes,  and    .3.     the  money  is  needed  for  the  diesel 
rehabilitation  program.     All  of  these  reasons  could  be  used  to 
justify  a  $1.00  fare  on  all  Muni  service.     He  suggested  selling 
rolls  of  tokens  to  residents  or  special  tickets  so  that  the 
occasional  rider  will  not  have  to  pay  the  $1.00  fare. 

Ms.   Lucy  Maisel  of  2164  Hyde  Street,  said  she  is  in  favor  of 
charging  the  tourist  but  there  should  be  some  arrangement  made 
for  those  San  Francisco  riders  who  don't  use  a  Fast  Pass.  She 
suggested  allov/ing  residents  to  show  proof  of  residency  or 
purchase  special  tickets  or  receive  a  refund  for  the  difference 
between  the  cable  car  fare  and  other  Muni  service. 

Ms.  Enid  Lim,   representing  Chinatown  TRIP,  requested  that  San 
Francisco  residents  be  allowed  to  purchase  a  multiple  ride 
ticket  other  than  a  Fast  Pass  that  v;ould  allow  them  to  ride 
cable  cars  at  the  same  fare  as  other  Muni  service.     She  said 
there  are  18  Muni  lines  that  cost  more  per  passenger  to  operate 
than  cable  car  routes.     The  riders  of  those  lines  are  not  being 
asked  to  pay  a  higher  fare. 

Ms.  Lillie  Spencer  said  consideration  should  be  given  to  San 
Francisco  residents . 

Commissioner  Hsieh  moved.  Commissioner  Lenvin  second, 
a  motion  to  continue  this  public  hearing  and  post  notices  to 
that  effect  on  the  cable  cars.     President  Sanger  voted  "aye". 
Commissioners  Flynn  and  McCrea  voted  "no" .     Commissioner  Flynn 
moved  to  continue  this  matter  until  January  26,  1982, 
Commissioner  Hsieh  seconded.     President  Sanger  and  Commissioner 
Lenvin  voted  "aye" ,  Commissioner  McCrea  voted  "no" .

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 


Highlights 

Damage  from  the  recent  storm  was  minimal  throughout  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project.     A  slide  near  the  Canyon  Tunnel  Portal  resulted  in  the  loss  of 
power  and  control  wiring  to  the  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  Penstock  Valve  House 
The  valve  house  was  manually  operated  during  emergency  temporary  repairs 
with  no  loss  of  water  or  power  production.     Permanent  repairs  will  be 
made  when  weather  permits  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $A0,000. 

December  precipitation  at  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Cherry  Valley  totaled  7.16 
inches  and  11.82  inches  respectively.     These  monthly  totals  are  138%  of 
normal.     As  of  January  15»  1982,  seasonal  precipitation  at  Hetch  Hetchy 
has  totaled  25. OA  inches,   166%  of  normal;  and  Cherry  Valley  has  had 
A1.82  inches,  196%  of  normal.     A6  inches  of  snow  fell  at  Cherry  the 
first  five  days  of  January  and  there  is  still  over  2  feet  of  snow  cover 
there  now.

Water  Regulation  and  Transmission 

After  completion  of  repairs  of  a  leaking  guard  valve  near  Albers  Road,  Oakdale, 
San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.   2  was  restored  to  service  on  December  16,  thereby 
increasing  the  daily  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  to  approximately 
300  mgd  from  230  mgd.     However,  at  the  request  of  the  Water  Department,  the 
daily  delivery  was  reduced  to  approximately  160  mgd  on  December  23  and  again 
to  approximately  80  mgd  on  December  30  because  of  the  nearly  full  capacity  of 
the  department's  local  reservoirs  with  the  heavy  influx  from  the  recent  storms. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  December,  Moccasin,  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  and  Dion  R.  Holm 
Powerhouses  generated  45.410,   50.649  and  76.775  million  kilowatthours  respec- 
tively, for  a  total  of  172.834  million  kilowatthours,  having  a  value  in  excess 
of  $2,400,000.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  December  amounted  to  20.8  billion  gallons,  which  is 
69.8%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  November.     For  the  Suburban 
system  as  a  whole,  storage  amounted  to  56.6  billion  gallons  and 
72.8%  of  capacity  compared  to  50. 6  billion  gallons  and  65.1%  of 
capacity  at  the  end  of  November. 


Operating  Problems 

The  cold  spell  had  its  usual  effect  on  the  water  mains  in 
San  Francisco.     There  were  a  total  of  l4  main  breaks  during  the 
month  with  4  occurring  in  one  day. 

A  major  main  break  occurred  on  December  15  in  the  Intersection 
of  Sansome  and  Bush  Streets  when  a  break  occurred  on  the  22-inch 
cast  iron  main  in  Sansome  Street.     Extensive  damage  was  caused  to 
street  pavement  and  adj acent  underground  utilities .     All  utilities 
including  the  water  main  were  repaired  by  December  18  and  the 
intersection- was  opened  to  traffic  on  December  20.     Estimated  cost 
to  repair  the  main  damage  and  restore  the  street  pavement  is 
$50,000.     Water  flowing  into  utility  vaults  and  basements  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  main  break  caused  extensive  property  damage,  the  cost 
of  which  is  not  known  at  this  time.

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Vandalism  and  Trespassing 


On  the  Peninsula  watershed  vandals  damaged  fencing  at  13 
locations  and  locks  were  stolen  from  gates  at  3  locations.  The 
gate  at  the  service  road  entrance  at  Hlllcrest  Blvd.  was  badly 
damaged.     A  total  of  33  department  signs  were  stolen  or  destroyed. 
The  cost  of  vandalism  repairs  was  $5,200.     A  total  of  86  trespassers 
were  evicted  during  the  month. 

On  the  Alameda  watershed  fencing  was  cut  by  vandals  at  numerous 
locations  along  Calaveras,  V/eller  and  Marsh  Roads.     Vandals  destroyed 
two  wire  gates  along  Calaveras  Road  and  removed  padlocks  from  locked 
gates  in  the  San  Antonio  area.     Repair  of  vandalism  damage  amounted 
to  $2,900.     A  total  of  106  trespassers  were  evicted  during  the  month. 

In  San  Francisco  vandals  removed  batteries  from  two  vehicles. 
One  vehicle  was  parked  overnight  in  the  Corporation  Yard  and  the 
other  was  parked  In  the  Downtown  Center  Garage.     At  the  University 
Mound  Reservoir  vandals  dropped  rocks  and  other  debris  into  a  manhole 
and  broke  a  stop  cock  on  a  steel  main.     The  cost  of  vandalism  repairs 
was  $600.00.

"Review  D.C.  Test  Panel  and  Power  Supply,"  work  is  still 
in  progress.     There  is  no  problem  with  the  consultant's 
performance .

I.  GENERAL 

This  report  describes  the  progress  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway's  Cable  Car  Reconstruction  and  Improvement  Program  during  the 
fourth  quarter  of  the  calendar  year  1981.

IV.  PROFESSIONAL  SERVICE  CONTRACTS 

A.     Project  Management  Services  Reconstruction  of  Cable  Car  Trackway 
and  Barn 

Consultant:     O'Brien-Kreitzberg  &  Associates,  Inc. 

During  the  period  October  1.  through  December  31,  1981,  the  consul- 
tant continued  to  monitor  the  progress  of  the  design  consultant  as 
well  as  the  design  efforts  being  accomplished  by  other  agencies  which 
have  elected  to  accomplish  work  simultaneously  with  the  reconstruction 
program.     The  work  accomplished  during  this  reporting  period  included 
the  preparation  of  prebid  construction  CPM  networks  for  both  the 
trackway  and  the  cable  car  barn  for  use  in  analyzing  the  sequence  of 
construction  which  it  is  anticipated  that  the  contractor  will  follow. 

The  information  obtained  will  be  used  in  determining  the  impact  which 
construction  will  have  on  those  persons  who  reside  and/or  operate 
businesses  along  the  cable  car  routes,  and  on  personal  and  mass  transit 
traffic  flow  during  the  construction  period.     This  information  was 
also  used  in  verifying  the  20  month  construction  schedule  which  all 
parties  are  presently  anticipating.     The  results  of  this  verification 
have  indicated  that  as  many  as  six  separate  trackway  construction 


contracts  may  have  to  be  let  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  completed 

within  this   restricted   time   frame.      This  would  be   in  addition  to  the 
let  ting  of  one  contract  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  cable  car  barn. 
The  consultant  has  also  continued  to  work  closely  with  all  the  various 
governmental  and  non-governmental  utilities  wh ich  will  be  conduct ing 
both  work-around  and  support  work  as  well  as  main  relocation  and  re- 
placement work.  ' 

During  this  period  the  consultant  has  been  working  closely  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Works   (DPW)   streets  division  to  insure  that  a 
continual  flow  of  information  between  both  the  design  consultant  for 
the  cable  car  trackway  and  DPW  has  been  maintained.     Because  of  this 
flow  of  information,  both  design  efforts  can  proceed  without  delay. 

Also,  in  conjunction  with  the  street  reconstruction  work,  preliminary 
discussions  began  concerning  the  possibility  of  transferring  FAU  funds 
to  UMTA.     These  funds  would  be  used  for  the  DPW's  portion  of  the 
street  reconstruction  effort.     It  has  been  determined  that  this  trans- 
fer of  funds  would  probably  be  the  most  advantageous  way  of  proceeding 
since,  if  the  funds  were  not  transferred,  the  administrative  require- 
ments of  two  separate  funding  agencies  would  have  to  be  met;  and  this 
would  result  in  the  contractors  being  forced  to  comply  with  two  dif- 
ferent sets  of  contract  requirements. 

The  consultant  has  also  been  preparing  estimates  on  work  contemplated 
on  both  the  trackway  and  the  barn.     These  estimates  have  been  prepared 
on  an  on-going  basis  to  insure  that  the  budgets  for  both  portions  of 
the  project  are  not  exceeded. 

On  a  monthly  basis,  the  consultant  has  continued  to  issue  progress 
reports  which  summarize  design  progress  and  point  out  any  potential 
problems  which  may  arise.     These  reports  are  necessary  so  that  cor- 
rective action  may  be  taken  before  any  negative  impacts  are  incurred 
with  respect  to  either  project  cost  or  schedule. 

B.     Engineering  Design  for  Reconstruction  of  Cable  Car  Trackway 
Consultant:     Chin  &  Hensolt  Engineers,  Inc. 

1 .     Testing  and  Evaluation  Program 

San  Francisco  State  University's  accelerated  wear  testing  of  various 
cables,  grip  dies  and  cable  lubricants  has  provided  some  initial 
results.     Independently,  an  industrial  research  laboratory  has  un- 
dertaken to  execute  a  study  of  methods  of  improving  cable  lubrication. 

The  first  experimental  cable  for  installation  in  the  system  has  been 
completed  and  is  at  present  aboard  a  ship  bound  for  San  Francisco. 
A  short  sample  of  this  was  given  to  Muni's  splicers  at  the  end  of 
December. 

The  first  experimental  pulley  assembly  has  been  installed  and  its 
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performance   is  being  studied.      Ten  additional  assemblies,  designed 

to  assist  in  the  evaluation  of  materials  suitable  for  pulley  lag- 
ging, have  been  fabricated  and  will  be  installed  in  the  system  in 
ear ly  January . 

2 .     Trackway  Pes ign 

The  preliminary  plans  and  profiles  of  the  entire  system  have  been 
completed . 

Alternatives  to  the  rail  geometry  on  pull-curves  and  turnouts  have 
been  studied  and  the  selection  of  a  preferred  geometry  is  expected 
soon. 

A  variety  of  conceptual  designs  of  the  conduit  have  been  completed 
and  are  at  present  being  assessed  for  cost  effectiveness.  The 
design  of  sheave  pits  and  turntable  pits  has  commenced. 

A  study  of  variations  in  tension  on  the  three  cables  presently  in 
use,  both  theoretical  and  measured  in  the  system,  has  been  completed 
and  is  being  summarized . 

The  recommendations  of  the  Safety  and  Operations  Study  were  endorsed 
in  principle  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  December  18,  1981. 
Certain  elements  of  the  recommendations  will  require  further  review 
and  approval  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,   the  Department  of 
City  Planning,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

V.  MISCELLANEOUS 

No  significant  difficulties  were  encountered.     There  were  no  relocation 
activities  during  this  quarter. 

Final  design  work  will  continue  into  the  next  quarter. 

VI .  FINANCIAL  STATUS  REPORT 

Most  of  the  financial  obligations  incurred  have  been  charged  to  a  State  of 
California  grant.     A  summary  of  charges  made  against  the  UMTA  grant  are 
attached .

GENERAL 

This  report  describes  Che  progress  of  the  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  Program 
for  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  by  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1981. 

RECONSTRUCT  TROLLEY  COACH  OVERHEAD,  VARIOUS  LOCATIONS 

The  major  emphasis  of  work  continues  to  be  the  rehabilitation  portion 
of  the  program  which  consists  of  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifica- 
tions and  the  letting  of  contracts  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  special 
work  in  the  intersections  throughout  the  City  and  the  needed  portions 
of  the  trolley  overhead  facilities  between  such  special  work.  Consid- 
eration is  being  given  to  utilizing  a  different  type  of  overhead  system 
than  is  presently  being  utilized  throughout  the  City.     It  is  a  flexible 
type  system  as  opposed  to  the  rigid  type  system  presently  utilized. 
During  the  past  year,  such  a  system  was  constructed  using  a  Swiss  type 
design  and  Swiss  hardware  known  as  Kuraraler  and  Matter.     This  was  utilized 
in  the  electrification  of  the  No,  55  Sacramento  diesel  coach  line 
(approximately  3.5  miles  long  in  one  direction).     This  project  was  95% 
funded  by  a  State  grant  and  the  new  trolley  coach  line  was  put  in  revenue 
service  on  December  16,   1981.     The  new  system  is  presently  undergoing 
evaluation  as  to  its  benefits  and  drawbacks. 

Since  the  previous  quarter,  we  have  curtailed  much  of  our  program  work 
for  the  trolley  overhead  rehabilitation  pending  the  completion  of  the 
No.  55  line  project  in  order  to  access  the  new  system's  merits.     If  the 
new  system  proves  to  be  substantially  better  for  the  Muni's  use,  we 
might  want  to  incorporate  this  system  in  our  reconstruction  work.  We 
anticipate  a  decision  to  this  evaluation  in  the  first  quarter  of  1982, 
at  which  time  we  will  proceed  to  accelerate  the  reconstruction  portion 
of  the  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  Program.

The  first  day  of  con- 
struction was  November  2,    1981  with  a  scheduled 
_          -  completion  date  of _October  20,   1982.     The  con- 
struction cost  for  this  contract  as  bid  is  $780,945. 

HH-65 2        Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead ,  Various  Locations, 
Contract  No.  3 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  on  this 
contract  for  rehabilitating  the  remainder  of  the 
No.  22  Fillmore  line  between  Union  Street  and  its 
northerly  terminus  and  for  a  portion  of  the  No.  47 
Potrero  line  between  Mission  and  California  Streets. 
This  contract  has  an  estimated  construction  cost 
of  $680,000. 

HH-656        Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations, 
Contract  No.  4 

The  preparations  of  the  necessary  contract  documents, 
for  this  contract  to  rehabilitate  another  portion 
of  the  No.  47  Potrero  line  between  Clay  Street  and 
its  northerly  terminus,  have  been  completed.  The 
es t imat ed  construction  cost  of  this  contract  is 
$660,000. 

HH-65 7         Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations,

This  contract  consists  of  the  rehabilitation  of  a 
portion  of  the  No.  5  McAllister  line  between  Masonic 
Avenue  and  Market  Street.     No  further  work  on  this 
contract  was  done  during  this  quarter  pending  the 
evaluation  of  the  new  No,  55  line  overhead  system.

Preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  commenced 
during  the  previous  quarter  to  rehabilitate  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  No.  5  McAllister  line 
between  Masonic  Avenue  and  its  westerly  terminus. 
No  further  work  was  done  on  this  contract  during 
this  quarter  pending  the  evaluation  of  the  new 
No.  55  line  overhead  system. 

MARKET  STREET  GUIDEWAY  PROJECT 

The  City's  consultant,  Tudor  Engineering  Company,  continued  their 
evaluation  of  the  feasibility,  benefit  and  cost  relative  to  the  future 
plans  for  Market  Street  as  they  pertain  to  the  replacement  of  the 
existing  trolley  overhead  facilities.     A  report  was  received  from  the 
consultant  on  their  preliminary  findings  but  no  definite  decisions 
have  been  arrived  at  as  yet. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

No  significant  difficulties  were  encountered  and  there  were  no  relocation 
activities  during  this  quarter.

GENERAL 

This  report  describes  the  progress  of  the  Transit  Power  Supply  Improvement 
PrograjD  for  the  San  Francisco  Ntunicipal  Railway  by  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  calendar  year  1981. 

SUBSTATIONS 

Construction  work  continued  on  Contract  HM-645,  Station  J,  Equipment  Installa- 
tion and  Related  Work.     On  December  12,  1981,  Unit  No.  1  (1500  Kl^  transformer- 
rectifier  and  associated  ac  and  dc  switchgear)  was  placed  in  service,  replacing 
the  last  rotating  machine  in  regular  use  supplying  power  to  the  Municipal 
Railway. 

Bids  were  received  on  November  25,  1981  for  Contract  HH-643,  Marina  Substation, 
Equipment  Installation  and  Related  Work.     The  Contract  was  awarded  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  on  December  18,  1981  to  Abbett  Electric  Corp., 
who  submitted  the  low  bid  in  the  amount  of  $174,711. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Contract  HH-644,  Station  E,  Equipment  Installation 
and  Related  Work,  were  completed.     Bids  were  received  on  December  10,  1981. 
The  Contract  was  awarded  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  December  18, 
1981  to  COVCO  Corp.,  who  submitted  the  low  bid  in  the  amount  of  $213,364. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Contract  HH-642,  Station  N,  Equipment  Installation 
and  Related  Work,  were  completed.    The  Contract  is  scheduled  to  be  advertised 
in  January,  1982. 

The  lease  for  space  at  PG  and  E  Station  E  for  the  City  substation,  and  the 
construction  and  operating  agreement  involving  joint  use  of  facilities  were 
completed.     Negotiations  continued  with  the  Real  Estate  Department  and  with 
the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  relative  to  the  acquisition  of  facilities 
at  Stations  N  and  Marina. 
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The  Contractor,   English  Electric  Corporation,   for  Contract  Proposal  No.  794, 
Furnishing  and  Delivering  Transit  Pov;er  Substation  Equipment   (for  Stations 
E,  J,  M  and  N) ,  essentially  completed  equipment  delivery  to  the  local  ware- 
house.    The  balance  is  scheduled  for  delivery  in  January  1982. 

The  Contractor's  Field  Service  Engineers  provided  assistance  in  the  installa- 
tion, inspection,  testing  and  placing  in  service  of  Unit  No.  1  at  Station  J. 

CONTROL  AND  COMMUNICATION 

The  Contractor,  Sangamo  V/eston,  for  Contract  Proposal  No.  219,  Furnishing  and 
Installing  a  Transit  Power  Supervisory  Control  System,  completed  minor  correc- 
tions and  adjustments  to  the  equipment  at  the  various  job  sites  and  the  system 
was  placed  in  the  six-month  testing  period  on  December  11,  1981, 

FEEDER  UNDERGROUND ING 

Feeder  Sectionalizing  Switches  (Contract  HK-575) 

Work  was  completed  on  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
furnishing  and  installing  of  sectionalizing  switches  to  interconnect  feeder 
circuits  from  adjacent  substations.     The  switches  for  the  Muni  Metro  LRV  street- 
car system  feeders  will  be  operated  by  remote  control  from  the  Power  Control 
Center  and  the  switches  for  trolley  coach  feeders  will  be  manually  operated 
at  the  selected  locations.    The  Contract  is  scheduled  to  be  advertised  in 
late  January,  1982.

PUBLIC  MEETING 

To  consider  modifications  in  the  schedule  of  rates,  fares  and 
charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  obtain  public  comments. 

Information  justifying  the  need  for  a  fare  increase  and  presenting 
16  alternative  schedules  was  made  available  to  everyone  present. 
A  copy  of  same,   titled  Municipal  Railway  Proposed  Modifications 
to  Fare  Schedule  for  April  1982,  dated  January  18,  1982,   is  made 
a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.  Sklar  using  enlarged  charts  presented  the  proposed  modifications 
in  detail. 

Commissioner  Lenvin  asked  if  the  proposed  schedules  are  calculated 
to  provide  sufficient  revenue  to  allow  the  Municipal  Railway  to 
meet  the  33%  farebox  requirement  to  maintain  AB-1107  eligibility 
for  a  two  year  period.     Mr.   Sklar  answered  affirmatively.  He 
said  this  fare  increase  should  take  us  from  April  1982  to 
April  1984. 

President  Sanger  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comments, 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Sibley,  Vice  President  of  the  Sunnyside  Neighborhood 
Association,  spoke  in  opposition  to  a  fare  increase.     He  said 
it  is  ridiculous  to  pay  more  money  for  less  service.  If 
efficiencies  were  made  in  the  operation  Muni  wouldn't  need  a 
fare  increase , 

Mr.  Gary  Washington  spoke  in  favor  of  increasing  the  fare  for 
students  to  at  least  25C . 

Mr.   "Skip"  Hansen  inquired  as  to  the  amount  of  money  being  spent 
for  vandalism  and  accidents,  and  how  much  is  being  lost  from 
students  not  paying  and  operators  stealing.     He  suggested  raising 
the  fare  for  adolescent  students  and  the  riding  public  to 
$20.00  for  a  monthly  pass. 

Mr.  Arthur  Mandel  said  that  downtown  should  assume  more  of  the 
costs  of  Muni  service. 

Ms.  Lorraine  Yeoman  said  that  some  sort  of  increase  is  in  order. 
Workers  have  to  use  transit  to  get  to  and  from  the  downtown  area. 
Senior  citizens  often  have  no  other  i ode  of  transportation.  She 
said  it's  absurd  to  give  students  a  big  discount  when  they  are 
the  ones  responsible  for  the  vandalism  and  the  discomfort  of 
the  other  riders.

Ms.   Shirley  Rosenberg  said  that  all  Muni  employees,  police 
officers  and  mailmen  should  pay  a  fare.     She  supported  a  5C  fare 
for  everyone, 

Mr,  Julius  Zamacona,  representing  several  groups  in  the  outer 
Mission  District,  spoke  in  opposition  to  a  fare  increase  at  this 
time. 

Mr.  Paul  Fechtner  said  that  if  everyone  who  rides  Muni  would 
think  of  courtesy,  safety  and  service  for  themselves  it  would 
be  communicated  throughout  the  system. 

Ms.   Lois  V.  Barnes  said  that  if  everyone  paid  the  proper  fare 
there  wouldn't  be  a  need  for  an  increase.     She  suggested  a 
straight  fare  and  a  5C  or  10<:  charge  for  transfers  to  eliminate 
fare  disputes. 

Mr.  Harold  C.  Swope  said  if  the  Fast  Pass  was  increased  to 
$20.00  it  should  be  enough  for  2  years.     He  asked  if  transfers 
were  eliminated  and  the  fare  kept  the  same,  would  that  provide 
enough  money.     Commissioner  Flynn  said  that  elimination  of 
transfers  would  be  an  inequity  for  those  needing  to  transfer  to 
get  from  one  part  of  the  City  to  another. 

Ms.  Eileen  D.  Walton,  San  Francisco  Area  Secretary,  Citizens 
Action  League,  said  that  San  Francisco  is  a  small  city  and 
is  not  large  enough  to  charge  75<:,     If  everyone  v/ere  guaranteed 
a  seat,  people  may  be  willing  to  pay  75t. 

Ms.  Paula  Land,  of  the  San  Francisco  Muni  Coalition,  said  that 
the  Commission  is  assuming  that  a  fare  increase  is  necessary 
and  inevitable  without  having  complete  information.  She 
questioned  the  allocation  of  AB~1107  funds  and  the  purpose  of 
its  33%  farebox  recovery  requirement. 

Mr.   Stanley  Wunderlick  said  that  there  appears  to  be  inefficient 
use  of  the  equipment.     Some  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  and 
others  ace  only  half  full. 

Mr,   Lee  Greever,  representing  St.   Francis  of  Assisi  senior  housing, 
said  that  many  senior  citizens  are  on  fixed  incomes.     A  raise 
of  500%,   from  5C  to  25C,   is  a  dramatic  increase  for  people 
dependent  on  public  transportation  to  get  to  medical  appoint- 
ments and  nutrition  programs.     He  suggested  that  Muni  increase 
services  in  the  Mission  corridor  rather  than  subsidize  BART, 
Commissioner  McCrea  pointed  out  that  in  the  basic  fare  structure 
proposal  the  increase  in  the  Senior  Fast  Pass  is  from  $2,50  to 
$5.00  or  $6.00,  which  is  not  a  500%  increase. 

Ms.  Magdalena  Chavez,   representing  75  people  from  the  Salvation 
Army  Senior  Citizens  Program  in  the  Mission,  said  that  these 
senior  citizens  have  a  very  low  income  because  they  haven't 
worked  enough  years  to  have  enough  retirement  income  to  live  on. 
Even  5C  is  a  hardship.     She  asked  that  the  fare  not  be  raised 
because  these  senior  citizens  would  not  be  able  to  have  their 
needs  met.      (Ms.  Chavez  spoke  in  Spanish,  which  was  translated 
by  Ms.  Mercedes  Hernandez,  Department  of  Civil  Service.)

Ms.   Melody  LaMar ,   a  member  of  the  Gray  Panthers,    said  that 
many  senior  and  handicapped  passes  are  being  abused.     If  this 
abuse  were  stopped.  Muni's  income  would  go  up. 

Ms.  Jane  Kinzler,  Activities  Director  of  the  Salvation  Army 
Nutrition  Project,  opposed  a  raise  in  senior  citizens'  fare. 
Many  people  attending  nutrition  programs  only  eat  one  meal  a 
day.     They  use  the  bus  to  get  to  and  from  the  nutrition  sites 
and  to  and  from  the  grocery  store.     A  fare  increase  may  make 
the  difference  in  whether  or  not  they  eat  some  days.

18,  1982,   is  made  a  part  of  these  minutes, 

Mr.  Sklar,  using  enlarged  charts  presented  the  proposed  modifi- 
cations in  detail. 

President  Sanger  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comments, 

Mr.  Al  Lewis,   representing  Ingleside  Terrace  O.M.I.C.A.,  spoke 
in  opposition  to  any  fare  increase  because  Muni  has  not 
demonstrated  efficiency  in  fare  collection. 

Mr.  Dwight  Toland  said  that  Muni  should  have  strict  rules  for 
its  drivers. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Moore,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Gray  Panthers  and  a  member  of  several  other  organizations, 
inquired  about  the  amount  of  federal  money  received  over  the 
last  five  years.     He  suggested  that  off  duty  police  officers 
be  required  to  ride  Muni  to  catch  people  using  the  back 
door,  and  that  these  offenders  be  fined  $200. 

Mr.   R.  Boyd,   a  Muni  driver,  said  that  it's  difficult  to  control 
the  back  door.     He  suggested  using  transfers  only  at  transfer 
points,  charging  for  transfers  and  using  zones. 

Mr.  Fred  Ruge  of  Consumer  Action  Now,  said  that  more  than  one 
rate  will  confuse  drivers.     Ke  suggested  selling  an  annual 
Fast  Pass,  selling  Fast  Passes  to  businesses  for  their 
employees  and  letting  senior  citizens  and  students  ride  free. 

Mr.  Jim  Buker ,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Muni  Coalition, 
said  that  AB-1107  funds  represent  only  7%  of  the  budget,  which 
is  being  used  as  the  tail  that  wags  the  dog  insofar  as  the 
fare  policy  is  concerned.     He  said  alternatives  to  AB-1107 
should  be  developed.

Mr.  John  Oakes  said  that  extending  a  discount  to  food  stamp  and 
A.F.D.C.   recipients  would  be  a  bureaucratic  nightmare. 

Mr.  Nate  Knodt  said  he  has  riden  transit  in  many  other  cities. 
San  Francisco  has  the  best  frequency  of  service.     He  said 
he  favors  a  fare  increase  and  prefers  plan  #6. 

Ms.  Martina  Rysk  said  she  wouldn't  mind  paying  more  for  peak 
service  if  more  buses  were  on  the  line. 

Mr.  Kenneth  L.  Farmer  said  that  the  service  should  be  improved 
first,  and  then  ask  for  a  fare  increase. 

Mr.  Sam  Kearns  said  if  there  has  to  be  a  33%  increase  it  should 
be  implemented  in  phases.     He  said  senior  citizens,  students 
and  handicapped  people  have  no  right  to  special  fares. 

Mr.  Maurice  Klebolt,  President  of  CAP/Trans,   said  that  the 
budget  should  be  released  before  a  fare  increase  is  proposed. 
He  suggested,  that  the  Commission  "bite  the  bullet"  by 
doubling  the  fare  to  $1.00  to  take  care  of  4  to  6  years 
and  leaving  the  Fast  Pass  in  place. 

Mr.  "Skip"  hansen  suggested  raising  the  Fast  Pass  to  $20.00 
and  charging  students  over  12  years  of  age  a  full  fare. 

Ms.  Doris  E.  Simpson  said  that  2  years  ago  the  public  was 
promised  the  same  service  at  the  higher  fare,  but  we  don't 
have  it .     She  said  a  fare  increase  isn't  needed ,  there 
are  too  many  unemployed  people  who  find  it  hard  enough  to 
pay  $16.00.

Revenue   Impac-t  of   Cable  Car 


Fare  Increase 


There  are  three  components  of  Muni  cable  car  revenue.     The  first 
consists  of  full-fare  revenue-trips.     There  are  currently  6.29 
million  full-fare  revenue-trips  per  year.     With  a  fare  of 
this  yields  a  revenue  of  $3.15  million.     The  second  component 
consists  of  discount  fare  revenue-trips.     There  are  currently  0.94 
million  per  year.     At  5*  per  trip,   this  yields  $0.05  million.  The 
last  component  of  cable  car  revenue  consists  of  Sunday  and  holiday 
day  passes.     Approximately  0.01  million  are  sold  per  year  for  $1.00 
each,  yielding  $0-01  million.     Total  Muni  cable  car  revenue  with 
the  current  fare  schedule  is  thus  $3.21  million.     With  operating 
costs  of  $8.1  million  projected  for  1981-82,   this  represents  a 
farebox  recovery  ratio  of  40%.      (This  does  not  include  an  allocation 
of  Fast  Pass  revenue  to  the  cable  car  system) . 

The  proposed  modification  to  the  cable  car  fare  schedule  would 
increase  the  adult  cash  fare  from  50*  to  $1.00.     However,   a  $15 
thirty-ride  ticket  would  be  made  available  for  people  who  ride 
cable  cars  regularly,   but  not  often  enough  to  warrant  purchasing 
a  Fast  Pass.     The  financial   impact  of  this  schedule  will  depend 
upon  the  percentage  Of  adult  cash  fare  riders  who  would  purchase 
the  30-ride  ticket.     Data  concerning  this  are  not  available; 
however,   staff  estimates  that  between  50%  and  75%  of  the  adult 
cash  riders  would  do  so.     With  this  in  mind,   staff  estimates  that 
adult  cash  fare  revenue  will  increase  by  $1.6  to  $2.4  million. 
This,     total  cable  car  revenue  is  projected  to  be  between  $4.8 
and  $5.6  million.     This  represents  a  farebox  recovery  ratio  of 
between  59%  and  69%. 

If  the  fare  increase  is  implementrl  by  March  1,   1982,   the  additional 
revenue  received  in  fiscal  yea;  1981-82  will  be  between  $0.5 
million  and  $0.8  million.     Total  cable  car  revenue  for  this 
year  would  thus  be  between  $3.7  and  $4.0  million. 

In  fiscal  year  1982-83,    the  cable-car  system  is  scheduled  to  be 
shutdown  for  rehabilitation  beginning  in  September.     With  only 
two  full  months  of  operation,   revenue  is  projected  to  be  between 
$0.80  and  $0.93  million  for  the  year.     This  is  from  $0.26  to 
$0.39  million  higher  than  the  revenue  projected  with  no  fare 
increase.     The  cable  car  system  will  remain  shutdown  in  1983-84; 
thus,   no  revenue  will  be  received.     It  will  begin  operation  again 
in  fall  of  1984,   at  which  time  new  operati-ng    cost  estimates  and 
revenue  requirements  should  be  determined.

PASSENGER  TRANSFER  PROJECT 
January  1982 


The  MUNI/Golden  Gate  Ferry  Bi -D1 rectional  Passenger  Transfer  Project  has 
been  in  operation  since  September  of  1980.    CalTrans  reimbursed  MUNI  and 
Golden  Gate  for  100^  of  the  value  of  free  transfers  given  through  March 
of  1981.    MTC  agreed  to  reimburse  MUNI  and  Golden  Gate  for  the  period  from 
July  1981  to  present  but  has  indicated  it  wishes  to  renegeon  this  commitment. 
Surveys  conducted  before  and  after  the  CalTrans  sponsored  demonstration 
indicate  the  total  number  of  passengers  southbound  transferring  from  the 
ferries  to  MUNI  has  increased  from  12X  to  33/o  and  northbound  from  MUNI  to 
the  ferries  from  10%  to  20%. 

Under  the  attached  agreement  with  Golden  Gate,  MUNI  would  receive  from  Golden 
Gate  reimbursement  for  one  half  the  free  transfers  given  by  MUNI  less  one 
half  the  discounts  given  by  Golden  Gate,  less  one  half  the  cost  of  the  tickets 
and  maintenance  of  the  ticket  issuing  machines.    Since  the  number  of  ferry 
patrons  transferring  to  and  from  MUNI  has  more  than  doubled,  and  since  many 
traveling  in  the  northbound  direction  do  not  avail  themselves  of  the  transfer 
arrangement,  MUNI  will  be  receiving  more  revenue  for  ferry  patrons  than 
before  the  implementation  of  the  transfer. 

Attached  are  comparisons  of  ferry  surveys  that  were  taken  between  October 
1978  and  November  1981  to  determine  the  number  of  Golden  Gate  Transit 
ferry  passengers  transferring  to  MUNI.    The  results  in  Table  1  show 
that  twice  as  many  northbound  ferry  patrons  and  nearly  two-and-a-half 
times  as  many  southbound  passengers  are  using  MUNI  as  the  percent  reported 
in  the  October  1978  Jefferson  Associates  survey  which  was    taken  prior 
to  the  free  transfer  arrangement  to  act  as  a  base. 

In  addition,  the  table  shows  a  growth  in  the  percentage  of  northbound 
ferry  patrons  using  the  transfer  program.    Some  passengers  have  been  paying 
cash  on  MUNI  and  full  cash  fare  on  the  ferries,  unaware  of  the  transfer 
program.     In  April  1981  only  14%  of  the  Larkspur  patrons  used  the  transfer; 
another  5%  paid  full  MUNI  and  GGT  fares.    By  November  1981  use  of  the 
transfer  had  risen  to  18%  aboard  the  Larkspur  vessel.    The  Sausalito  Ferry 
shows  a  similar  rise  in  transfer  use  from  6%  in  April  1981  to  nearly  7% 
by  November  1981 . 

A  sample  calculation  of  the  amount  to  be  reimbursed  to  MUNI  by  Golden  Gate 
is  shown  in  Table  2.

PUBLIC  MEETING 

To  consider  modifications  in  the  schedule  of  rates,  fares,  and 
charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  obtain  public  comments. 

Information  justifying  the  need  for  a  fare  increase  and  pre- 
senting 16  alternative  schedules  was  made  available  to  everyone 
present,     A  copy  of  same,  titled  Municipal  Railway  Proposed 
Modifications  to  Fare  Schedule  for  April  1982,  dated  January  18, 
1982,   is  made  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Ms.  Jo  Ivester  of  the  Bureau  of  Financial  Management,  presented 
the  proposed  modifications  in  detail. 

Mr.  Jim  Rourke  said  labor  costs  will  continue  to  go  up  until  the 
City  does  something  about  it.     Auto  workers  are  at  a  stalemate 
now  because  there  aren't  enough  jobs  to  go  around.     If  Mani  had 
competition  there  would       perfect  service  for  "two  bit?  a  crack." 

President  Flynn  said  that  salaries  are  set  by  a  formula  passed 
by  the  voters. 

Mr.  Tim  Leano  inquired  about  transferring  from  one  transit  system 
to  another.     Mr.  Bruce  Bernhard,  Manager  of  Financial  Analysis, 
said  that  the  department  is  negotiating  with  other  transit 
operators,  but  it  is  a  lengthy  process. 

Ms.  Marion  Aird  said  that  New  York  City  does  not  grant  the  same 
type  of  discount  fare  to  students  that  San  Francisco  does.  She 
suggested  that  the  discount  not  apply  on  weekends,  holidays 
and  dur ing  summer  vacation .     She  felt  that  senior  citizens 
could  pay  more  than  5C.     She  said,   if  the  Fast  Pass  is  raised 
to  $28.00  she  will  drive  to  work. 

Mr,  Randy  Vanderkar  said  that  he  makes  the  minimum  wage. 
Sometimes  he  rides  to  work  and  walks  home.     He  said  he  can't 
afford  to  pay  more  for  a  Fast  Pass. 

Ms.  Barbara  Klitzk  opposed  a  75C  fare  with  an  off  peak  discount. 
If  the  fare  has  to  be  increased  she  said  she  preferred  alternative 
#1. 

Ms.  Susan  Blomberg  suggested  leaving  the  fare  at  50C  and  in- 
creasing the  Fast  Pass  to  $22.00  which  would  equal  two  trips 
per  work  day.     Student  discounts  should  only  apply  during  school 
commute  hours.     She  said  that  welfare  recipients  already  receive 
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the  dollar  equivalent  of  the  cost  of  a  Fast  Pass.     Why  should 
they  receive  a  further  discount?     She  suggested  that  Muni  cut 
its  labor  costs  by  reducing  driver  absenteeism  and  allowing 
drivers  to  be  terminated  and  then  reinstated. 

Mr.  Joseph  Freedman  stated  that  at  the  time  of  the  last  fare 
increase  the  public  was  assured  that  in  addition  to  a  fare 
increase  money  would  be  raised  by  establishing  an  assessment 
district  and  a  development  fee.     These  have  not  yet  been 
successfully  applied.     He  suggested  that  the  City  use  its  surplus 
at  the  end  of  the  year  to  subsidize  Muni  rather  than  reduce 
property  taxes.     We  should  move  toward  a  cash-less  system— a  dollar 
fare  with  no  transfers.     The  driver  would  issue  a  day  pass 
instead  of  a  transfer. 

Ms.  Lili  Spencer  questioned  the  difference  in  the  percentage 
of  increase  for  different  fare  categories.     She  asked  if 
operating  costs  will  be  reduced  when  Fast  Passes  can  be  used  on 
BART.     Commissioner  McCrea  replied  that  ridership  has  increased 
20%  in  the  last  2  years.     Any  service  freed  on  the  Mission 
corridor  will  be  redistributed  to  other  areas  of  the  City  where 
the  demand  for  service  exceeds  our  present  capacity.  Ms. 
Spencer  said  that  fares  are  being  raised  again  before  getting 
downtown  to  pay  its  fair  share. 

Mr.  Norman  Rolfe,  representing  San  Francisco  Tomorrow,  said 
that  2  years  ago  San  Francisco  Tomorrow  supported  the  fare 
increase  as  part  of  a  total  revenue  package  that  would  raise 
other  fees  and  taxes.     The  fees  and  taxes  were  never  implemented. 
Before  raising  fares  these  other  revenue  sources  should  be  put 
on  the  ballot  again.     AB-1107  should  be  amended  to  remove  the 
33%  farebox  requirement.     Better  marketing  of  Muni  would  increase 
customers  and  revenue.     He  said  that  the  business  community  and 
downtown  are  not  paying  its  fair  share. 

Mr.  Michael  Louie,   representing  Chinatown  T.R.I. P.,  said  that 
he  is  pleased  to  see  that  discounts  are  proposed  for  lower 
income  people  but  considering  the  number  of  people  it  may  not 
be  an  equitable  situation. 

Mr     Paul  Merland  said  that  the  surcharge  for  express  service 
should  be  restored.     A  split  fare  is  not  workable.     He  preferred 
plan  #2.     If  the  off  peak  discount  is  considered,  he  said  he 
would  favor  plan  #10 , 

Mr.  David  A.  Wannerstrom,  representing  the  Bay  Chapter  of  J^*^^ 
Sierra  Club,  spoke  against  a  fare  increase.     He  questioned  the 
33%  farebox  recovery  requirement  and  cited  other  counties  which 
have  a  lower  percentage  of  farebox  recovery.     He  suggested  other 
funding  sources  such  as  an  assessment  district  or  sales  tax. 

Ms.  M.  J.  Davis,  representing  George  Wong,  Chair  of  the  Trans- 
portation Sub-Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Aging,  stated  that 
the  sub-committee  is  opposed  to  any  increase  in  fares  for 
senior  citizens . 
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Ms.   Nina  H.   Eldesser  said  that  if   fares  are  raised  people  will 
uce  their  cars ,   adding  to  traffic  and  air  pollution .     She  sug- 
gested increasing  revenue  through  more  advertising.     She  said 
that  the  5C  fare  should  be  raised  to  25C. 

Mr.   Richard  Gorin  said  that  the  matter  of  subsidizing  senior 
citizens,  students  and  handicapped  persons  is  one  for  the  City 
not  for  Muni.     He  suggested  a  single  fare  for  everyone  and  a 
single  Fast  Pass  and  then  let  the  City  make  passes  available 
at  reduced  costs  to  certain  classes.     Commissioner  Lenvin  replied 
that  the  City  Attorney  and  attorneys  for  the  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Commission  h£:ve  advised  that  City  funds  cannot 
be  used  to  meet  the  farebox  requirement, 

Mr.  Steve  Rabisa  commented  that  the  14-Express  bus  had  been 
discontinued  on  only  1  day's  notice.     Now,   it's  operating 
again.     He  said  there  should  be  no  increase  without  better 
service .     There  should  be  no  increase  for  senior  citizens .  In 
response  to  questions  from  Commissioner  Lenvin,  he  said  any 
increase  should  be  tied  to  the  individuals  ability  to  pay. 

Ms.  Angie  Alancon  requested  consideration  for  unemployed  people 
who  have  to  take  the  bus  2  or  3  times  a  day  to  look  for  a  job. 
She  said  that  Muni  is  losing  money  from  people  entering  by  the 
rear  door.     The  drivers  don't  do  anything  about  it.     She  said 
she  would  agree  with  a  fare  increase  for  students  on  weekends 
and  5C  more  for  senior  citizens . 

Mr.  Bruce  Marshall  said  that  he  thought  MTC  would  pay  BART  for 
the  cost  of  honoring  Fast  Passes.  Commissioner  McCrea  replied 
that  the  reimbursement  will  be  from  funds  that  Muni  would  have 
otherwise  received . 

Ms.  N.  Lee  Dickens  said  that  senior  citizens  should  pay  their 
share  because  many  of  them  live  better  than  poor  people. 

Mr.   Fred  Ruge,   representing  Consumer  Action  Now,  suggested  that 
Muni  replace  double  seats  with  single  seats  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  each  bus.     He  said  that  according  to  Muni  staff  it 
would  cost  $4  million  to  convert  the  fleet,     Mr.  Ruge  gave  the 
Commission  3  checks,  totalling  $700.00,  which  he  had  raised  for 
this  purpose.

President  Flynn  announced  that  the  Commission  met  in  executive 
session  immediately  prior  to  this  meeting.     Resolution  No.  82- 
0045  was  adopted  authorizing  counsel  to  notify  the  plaintiff 
in  the  case  of  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  v.  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  that  this  Commission  elects  not  to 
proceed  with  arbitration.

Resolution  No,  82-0044  -  Adopting  modifications  in  the  schedule 
of  rates,  fares  and  charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway.

Public  Hearing  to  consider  modifications  in  the  schedule  of 
rates,  fares  and  charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway,  find  obtain 
public  comments. 

Mr.  Sklar  presented  three  fare  schedules  as  the  staff's  recom- 
mendation after  considering  the  testimony  given  at  the  three 
previous  public  meetings.     He  said  that  these  schedxiles  reduce 
the  fare  to  the  bare  minimum    that  would  still  enable  us  to 
receive  AB  1107  funds  and  meet  the  budget  requirements.  The 
schedules  are  as  follows; 

A.  Adults  $  .60;  Fast  Pass  $23.00;  discount  Cash  Fare  $  .25; 
discount  Fast  Pass  $5,00;  except  discount  cash  fare  would 
not  apply  to  students,  but  students  would  be  able  to  pur- 
chase the  discount  Fast  Pass. 

B.  Extending  a  discount  to  individuals  receiving  General 
Assistance  and  Aid  to  FeUidlies  with  Dependent  Children 
(AFDC) :  Adults  $  .60;  Fast  Pass  $24.00;  discount  Cash  Fare 
$  .25;  Senior,  Student  and  Handicapped  Fast  Pass  $5.00? 
General  Assistance  and  AFDC  discount  Fast  Pass  $12.00. 

C.  Extending  a  discount  to  include  food  stamp  recipients: 
Adults  $  .60;  Fast  Pass  $24.00;  discount  Cash  Fare  $  -25; 
Senior,  Student  and  Handicapped  Fast  Pass  $5.00;  General 
Assistance,  AFDC  and  food  stamp  recipients  discount  Fast 
Pass  $15.00. 

In  addition,  Mr.  Sklar  said  that  he  is  recommending  that  the 
Commission  consider  revision  of  its  transfer  policy  at  a  later 
date  to  reduce  abuse.    He  proposed  that  tiie  fares  for  candlestick 
Park,  per  round  trip,  be  raised  to: 

A.  Adults  $3.00  cash;  or  Fast  Pass  plus  $1.00  cash;  or  ond 
ticket  from  a  9-  ride  ticket  book  to  be  purchased  for 
$20.00. 

B.  Students,  Senior  and  Handicapped  Individuals  $2.00  cash 
or  Fast  Pass  plus  $1.00  cash. 
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The  only  change  in  cable  car  fares  would  be  adjusting  the  cash 
fare  for  boarding  with  a  transfer  the  difference  between  $  .60 
and  $1.00  rather  than  $  .50  and  $1.00.     Charter  rates  would 
remain  the  same. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Sanger,  Mr.  Sklar 
said  that  he  is  proposing  a  $10.00  summer  Fast  Pass  for  students, 
valid  for  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September. 

President  Flynn  opened  the  meeting  to  the  public. 

Mr.  John  Patrick  Quinn,  representing  the  Nutrition  Program  for 
Elderly,  said  that  the  do^vntown  assessment  district  should  pay 
two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  operating  Muni.    He  suggested  that 
coxrporations  buy  Fast  Passes  for  their  eit^loyees. 

Ms.  Ruth  Perry  said  that  in  Ireland  senior  citizens  ride  free. 
She  said  that  it's  appalling  that  San  Francisco  can't  do  some- 
thing for  its  senior  citizens. 

Mr.  Winton  G.  Jones  stated  that  the  fare  proposal  calls  for  a 
100  increase  for  the  adult  fare  but  senior  citizens  will  be 
paying  five  times  more  for  tlie  single  fare  and  double  for  the 
Fast  Pass. 

Ms.  Annie  Jackson  said  that  seniors  will  have  to  pay  more  but 
they  are  not  getting  the  service  they  are  paying  for  now. 

Mr.  Fred  Ruge,  representing  Consumer  Action  Now,  said  that 
under  no  circumstances  should  senior  citizens  have  to  pay  more. 
They  deserve  to  ride  free. 

Mr.  Steve  Hurst  indicated  that  his  point  had  already  been  made. 

Mr.  Walter  L.  Knox,  Chairman  ABAC  Citizens  Committee  for  the 
Aging,  spoke  in  opposition  to  any  increase  for  senior  citizens 
and  handicapped  individuals. 

Mr.  Walter  Pluth  said  that  service  has  deteriorated  with  a 
100%  increase.     We  don't  need  an  increase,  we  need  a  new  staff. 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Sibley,  representing  Sunnyside  Neighborhood 
Association,  said  that  working  people  will  be  taxed  by  this 
increase.     Changes  should  be  made  in  the  operational  and  admin- 
istrative structure  of  Muni,  not  in  the  fares.     He  suggested 
waiting  for  a  year  to  see  what  the  federal  and  state  govern- 
ments do  regarding  funding  for  transit. 

Ms.  9Mna  Norman  indicated  that  her  point  had  already  been  made. 

Mr.  Phillip  Seronick  said  if  tliere  must  be  an  increase  it  should 
not  be  more  than  100.     He  said  student  discounts  should  be 
limited  to  the  hours  between  6:00  A.M.  and  6:00  P-"- ?  5®"?^?*f  , 
citizens  and  handicapped  individuals  should  only  pay  5C;  bima 
persons  should  ride  free  at  all  times. 

Mr.  John  Bardis  said  that  the  Commission  should  have  its  staff 
provide  information  on  Muni  over  the  last  4-5  years  that  would 
justify  this  increase.     President  Flynn  said  that  staft  nas 
provided  sufficient  information  for  him  to  make  a  decision  on 
the  fares. 

Ms.,Thelma  Kavanagh,  Chair  of  the  Senior  Housing  Political 
Action  Committee,  requested  that  the  Commission  leave  tne 
senior  pass  alone.     She  said  many  senior  citizens  can  not 
distinguish  between  a  nickel  and  a  quarter.     She  said  tnat 
senior  citizens  are  willing  to  pay  10^,  but  they  don  t  want 
restricted  hours. 
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Ms.  Shirley  Rosenberg  said  that  people  who  work  for  Mimi 
should  pay  a  fare.     The  fares  should  be  returned  to  5*  for 
everyone  like  it  was  in  1944. 

Ms.  Barbara  Br2mnon  said  that  she  works  at  a  senior  center 
where  they  ask  for  a  75*  donation  for  a  meal.     Often  people 
can't  pay  even  that  amount.     If  people  can't  afford  food  then 
they  won't  be  able  to  afford  increased  costs  of  transportation 
to  meal  sites. 

Ms.  L.  Fifer  said  she  feels  students  should  pay  more.  She 
questioned  the  difference  in  the  proposed  increase  -  20%  for 
the  cash  fare  and  3  3%  for  the  Fast  Pass. 


Mr.  Fred  Perry  -  no  response. 

Mr,  George  Wong,  President  of  the  Commission  of  Aging,  said 
that  the  Transportation  Committee  has  taken  the  position  that 
there  should  be  no  increases  for  senior  citizens.     He  said  the 
full  Commission  will  adopt  its  position  tomorrow,  February  3, 
1982,     President  Flynn  replied  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission will  act  today. 

Mr.  Julius  Zamacoma  said  that  it's  not  safe  to  ride  Muni  and 
the  service  is  getting  worse  every  day. 

Mr.  Paul  Fechtner  asked  if  any  provisions  have  been  made  for  a 
bond  issue  for  Muni.     President  Flynn  replied  "no".  Mr. 
Fechtner  said  that  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  best  transit 
systems  in  the  world.     He  suggested  that  everyone  practice 
safety,  courtesy  and  service. 

Ms.  Melody  Lamar,  representing  the  Gray  Panthers  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, said  that  the  front  seats  should  be  reserved  for  senior 
citizens  and  handicapped  persons. 

Ms.  Lilo  Wilde  stated  that  the  maximum  that  senior  citizens' 
fares  should  be  raised  is  IOC,  which  is  100%  above  the  current 
fare. 

Mr.  Will  Cole  representing  the  Recreation  Center  for  Handicapped 
said  that  his  agency  services  700  people.     The  cost  of  their 
field  trip  program  for  disabled  persons  will  increase  at  least 
300%  under  the  proposed  fare.     Mr.  Sklar  suggested  that  the 
agency  purchase  Fast  Passes  for  their  field  trips. 

Mr,  Barry  Pearl,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
District  11  Residents  Association  and  Sunset  Neighborhoods 
United,  spoke  in  opposition  to  a  fare  increase.     He  said  he 
will  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  local  legislators  to 
amend  AB  1107  regarding  its  33%  farebox  requirement.  He 
supported  implementation  of  the  assessment  district  and  develop- 
ment fee  before  fares  are  raised. 

Mr.  David  M.  Lyons,  an  AC  Transit  driver,  stated  that  fares 
are  increasing  all  over  the  country.     Riders  and  drivers 
should  unite  to  stop  the  fare  increase. 

Ms.  Joyce  Hall,  representing  14  groups  In- the  southeast  section 
of  San  Francisco,  spoke  in  opposition  to  a  fare  increase.  She 
said  service  levels  have  not  increased  to  this  area.    There  are 
no  light  rail  vehicles,  no  cable  cars  and  no  trolleys  serving 
the  area.     Candlestick  Park  is  serviced  better  than  any  area 
of  San  Frcincisco. 
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Mr.  Gerald  Wood  -  no  response. 

Ms.  Anna  Krivonic  said  that  senior  citizens  that  live  in  the 
Tenderloin  should  be  able  to  get  around  the  City  and  should  not 
be  penalized  by  raising  fares. 

Ms.  Kathi  Smith,  representing  the  Disabled  Democratic  Club, 
said  that  two  of  the  public  meetings  held  in  the  State  Building 
were  not  accessible  to  the  handicapped.     She  opposed  the  fare 
increase. 

Mr.  Cyrus  C.  Palmer,  a  retired  Muni  conductor,  suggested  elimin- 
ating transfers  and  adding  10-15*  onto  the  fare. 

Ms,  Yvonne  S.  Golden,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Black 
Leadership  Forum,  requested  that  the  Commission  explore  methods 
of  increasing  operational  efficiencies  as  a  means  of  reducing 
costs  to  the  end  that  no  fare  increase  is  necessary.     Should  the 
Commi^ssion  approve  an  increase,  she  requested  that  it  not  exceed 
the  following:  regular  cash  fare  $  .55;  Fast  Pass  $20 . 00 ;  senior 
citizens,  students,  handicapped,  general  assistance  recipients 
and  AFDC  recipients  $  .20  cash  fare  and  $5.00  Fast  Pass. 

Mr.  Frank  Cerda  spoke  in  opposition  to  raising  student  fares. 

Ms.  Frances  Dyer,  a  senior  citizen,  said  it  would  be  a  great 
burden  if  the  fare  were  raised.     If  it  must  be  raised,  she 
suggested  $  .10,  but  said  that  $5.00  is  too  much  for  a  senior 
pass . 

The  public  hearing  was  closed. 

Commissioner  McCrea  said  that  he  did  not  believe  this  Commission 
should  recommend  schedules  B  or  C  or  any  other  schedule  that 
would  extend  discounts  beyond  the  current  level.     The  Commission 
should  state  that  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes  to  take 
such  an  action,  these  are  schedules  which  we  feel  would  be 
appropriate.     This  is  a  transportation  commission  not  a  social 
services  commission. 

Commissioner  Sanger  proposed  a  $  .60  cash  fare  and  a  $22.00 
Fast  Pass.     He  said  he  would  not  support  elimination  of  a  dis- 
count cash  fare  for  students  until  a  student  pass  has  been 
introduced,  distributed,  and  its  effects  tested.     He  suggested 
that  this  Commission  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
the  Board  through  the  Department  of  Social  Services  generate 
the  funds  to  discount  Fast  Passes  to  groups  that  they  consider 
needy,  in  terms  of  income. 

Commissioner  Hsieh  said  he  believed  the  senior  fare  should  not 
be  increased.     He  proposed  a  $20.00  Fast  Pass,  $  .05  senior  fare 
and  $  .25  for  students  with  a  $5.00  student  pass.  In  order  to 
maintain  the  33%  recovery  ratio,  he  proposed  $  .75  peak  fare 
and  $  .50  off  peak. 

Commissioner  McCrea  said  that  in  his  opinion  a  $  .75  peak  fare 
with  a  $20.00  Fast  Pass  would  not  produce  adequate  farebox 
recovery  because  it  would  serve  to  increase  Fast  Pass  sales. 
Any  peak/non-peak  fare  structure  would  penalize  those  people 
who  have  to  take  transit  to  and  from  work.     Furthermore,  it 
would  be  in  conflict  with  the  assessment  district,  by  recovering 
costs  from  both  the  district  and  the  rider.

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  the   following  schedule,   to  be 
effective  April  1,   1982:  Adult  cash  fare  $   .6O7  Adult  Fast 
Pass  $22.00;  Discount  cash  fare  for  senior  citizens,  handi- 
capped and  students  $  .25;  Discount  Pass  for  senior  citizens, 
handicapped  and  students  $5,00  with  the  proviso  that  until 
the  student  pass  is  made  available,  the  discount  student  cash 
fare  shall  be  $  .10,  but  in  no  event  will  that  continue  later 
than  October  1,  1982;  Candlestick  Park  fares  to  be  as  staff 
has  recommended,  v/ith  the  exception  that  the  multi-ride  ticket 
shall  be  priced  at  $2.50  per  round  trip.

Commissioner  Hsieh  requested  that  the  motion  be  amended  to 
increase  the  Fast  Pass  by  $2.00  and  retain  the  $  .05  senior 
fare.     1^0  amendment  \7as  made. 

On  the  question.  Commissioners  Flynn,  ricCrea  and  Sanger  voted 
"aye".     Commissioner  Hsieh  voted  no'. 

Commissioner  McCrea  requested  that  staff  draft  a  fare  resolution 
in  accordance  with  the  fare  schedule  adopted  by  the  Commission 
and  submit  it  to  the  Commission  for  reviev/  of  the  language  at 
the  next  meeting,  February  9,  1982. 

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  to  establish  a  student  summer  pass 
valid  during  the  nonths  of  June,  July,  August  and  September 
at  a  cost  of  $20.00.     Commissioner  itcCrea  seconded-     The  motion 
was  unanimously  approved.

RE :     Modification  of  the  S.F.  Municipal  Railway  Fare  Structure 


EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 

The  S .  F.   Municipal  Railv;ay  needs  additional   farebox  revenue  to 
help  offset  increasing  operating  costs .     These  costs ,  as  defined 
by  MTC  with  regard  to  AB  1107  funding,   are  expected  to  rise  to 
$187.4  million  by  fiscal  year  1983-84.     To  retain  AB  1107  funding 
for  that  year ,  estimated  to  be  SI  3 . 4  mill  ion ,  Muni ' s  farebox 
revenue  must  rise  to  $61.8  million.     This  is  $16,0  million  more 
than  the  1983-84  farebox  revenue  projected   if   the   fare  schedule 
is  not  modified. 

If  Muni   retains  AB  1107  funding  by  raising   fares,    total  revenue 
from  AB  1107  funding  and  the  farebox  will  be  $75.2  million.  In 
addition,   federal  and  regional  funding  are  projected  to  be  $17 
million   in  1983-84,   and  advertising  revenue   is  expected   to  be 
$0.5  million.     The  difference  between  the  total  of  these 
revenues,   $92.7  million,   and   total  operating  costs,  $187.4 
million,    is  $94.7  million.     This  shortfall  must  be  funded  by  some 
combination  of  the  Asses sjaent  District  or  some  other  fee,  an 
increase  in  the  farebox  recovery  ratio  above  the  3  3%  minimum 
required  to  be  eligible   for  AB  1107  funding,   and/or  Muni's 
contribution  from  the  General  Fund. 

There  are  several  ways  of  attaining   the  additional  farebox 
revenue   requi red .     First,    the  adult  cash   fare  and  the  Fas t  Pass 
price  can  be  raised.     Second,   the  cash  fare   for  seniors, 
students,   and  handicapped   individuals  can  bo  raised.  Finally, 
the  senior  and  handicapped  Fast  Pass  price  can  be  raised. 

In  addition  to   increasing  farebox  revenue,    the  fare  schedule  can 
be  modified  to  encourage  pass  usage  e\n6   thus   improve  run   times  as 
dv;ell   times  are  reduced.     Students  can  be  allov/ed  to  purchase  a 
discount  Fast  Pass.     The  discount  Fast  Pass  price,   nov;  sot 
oqu  iva len t   to  50  cash  fares ,   can  be  ad  j  us  ted  to  a  lower 
equivalency,   thus  making  the  discount  pass  more  attractive  in 
comparison  v;ith  the  discount  cash  faro. 
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Finally,    the   fare  schedule   can  be  modified   to  be  more  equitable. 
Transit  discounts   are  designed    to   improve   the  mobility  of  the 
transit  dependent  population.      UMTA  has  attempted   to  ensure  that 
such   discounts  will   be  offered   by   requiring   transit   properties  to 
offer  a  50%  discount  to  seniors  and  handicapped   individuals  to  be 
eligible  for  Section  5  operating  and   capital   funds.     An  age 
criterion  has  been  used  to  date  because   it   is  viewed  as  a 
reasonable  proxy  for  transit  dependency .     For  the  same  reason , 
hand i capped   individuals  have  been  el igible  for  a  trans i t 
discount.     Recent  studies,   however,   suggest  that  mobility  may  be 
more  limited  by  income  than  by  these  other  factors .     It  may  thus 
be  more  socially  beneficial  to  give  a  transit  discount  to  low 
income  individuals.     At  meetings  with  MTC  and  other  transit 
operators  to  coord inate  fares  throughout  the  region,  MTC  staff 
has  expressed  an  interest  in  implementing  an  income-based 
discount  program. 

Fare  schedules  can  be  developed  to  emphas ize  any  or  all  of  the 
three  concerns  described  above :     increasing  fa re box  revenue ; 
increasing  pass  usage;  and  increasing  equity.     In  addition,  fare 
schedules  can  be  designed  to  emphas ize  administrative  f easi- 
bility.     In  some  cases,   however,    trade-offs  must  be  made.  For 
example,    if  low-income   individuals  are   to  be  made  eligible  to 
purchase  a  discount  pass,   the  resulting  revenue  loss  must  be 
recovered  by  increasing  the  cash  fares  or  pass  prices  for  other 
groups . 

As  a  result,    staff   is  not  recommending  a  single   fare  schedule.  A 
number  of  schedules  have  been  prepared,   each  of  which  reflects  a 
different  weighting  of   the  concerns  described  above.  Before 
selecting  a  schedule ,    it   is  necessary  to  determine   the  relative 
importance  of   these  concerns. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  FAREBOX  REVENUE  REQUIREMENT 

The  Muni  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year  projects  operating 
expenses  of  $146.2  million,   based  on  MTC's  definition  of  cost 
items   to  be   included  for  purposes  of  AD  1107  funding-  These 
expenses  are  expected  to  rise  an  average  of  approximately  13%  per 
year  for  the  next  two  years,   based  upon  Muni's  Five-year  Plan 
f inane ial  pro ject ions .     Thus,    in  fiscal  year  1983-84  ,  operating 
expenses  are  projected   to  be  $187.4  million.     For  a  detailed 
description  of  this  projection,   see  Table  1. 

A  fare   increase  is  necessary  to  help  offset   tliis   increase  in 
operating  costs.     To  determine  the  specific  fare   increase  needed, 
it  is  first  necessary  to  speci f y  the  time  per iod  for  which  the 
new  fare  s tract ure  will  be  appl i cable .     Time  frames  of  one ,  two, 
and  three  years  v/ere  considered. 

A  one  year  period  was  discarded  because  the  public  needs   time  to 
adjust  to  fare  changes.     When  fares  are  increased,  many  transit 
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riders   explore   alternative    transportation   modes   before  deciding 
whether   to  continue   using   transit.      Altering   fares  after  one  year 
is   likely   to   lengthen   this   exploration  period   significantly,  thus 
causing  Muni  to  lose  revenue. 

Two  approaches  can  be  used   if  a   fare   increase   is  to  last  for 
three  years .     The   fare  can  be   increased   in   the   first  year  and 
then  left  alone ,   or  it  can  be   increased  by  some  smaller  amount 
each  year.     In  the  first  approach,   the  fare  increase  would  have 
to  be  designed   for  the  third  year  when  operating  costs  are  the 
highest.     Thus,   the  public  may  pay  higher  fares  than  necessary 
during  the  first  two  years. 

The  second  approach  addresses  this  problem  by  increasing  fares 
incrementally.     While  attractive  because  the  public  pays  the 
minimum  fare  necessary  to  meet  Muni's  revenue  requirements  in  any 
one  year,   this  approach  suffers  from  the  same  drawback  as  the  one 
year  time  frame.     Riders  may  spend  a  significant  amount  of  time 
exploring  alternative  transportation  modes  after  each  fare 
increase,   thus  causing  Huni  to  lose  revenue. 

Both  three  year  approaches  require  a  projection  of  operating 
expenses  three  years  into  the  future.     Unfortunately,   there  is 
currently  a  lack  of  good  data  concerning   future  equipment 
maintenance  and  other  costs,   and  growtii   requirements.     Thus,  the 
uncertainty  associated  with  a  three  year  expense  projection  is 
very  high. 

In  light  of  the  above,   staff  analysis  of  alternative  fare 
structures  focused  primarily  on  the  two-year  time  frame,    i.e.,  on 
f iscal  year  1983-84 .     Any  fare  structure  providing  adequate 
revenue  in  that  year  will  provide  adequate  revenue  in  fiscal  year 

1982-  83. 

Fa re box  Revenue  Required   in  Fiscal  Year  198  3-84 

If   the   fare  structure   is  not  modified,    farebox  revenues  for 

1983-  84  are  expected  to  be  $45.8  million.   In  estimating  farebox 
revenue,  ridership  was  projected  to  increase  at  a  rate  of  2%  per 
year,   except  during  the  time  that  the  cable  car  system  is  shut 
down  for  repairs.     During  that  time,  some  passengers  will  use  the 
substitute  service;  others  will  forgo  their  trips.     The  net 
impact  of  the  cable  car  shutdown  is  expected  to  be  a  revenue  loss 
of  approximately  S2  million. 

Another  factor  expected  to  reduce  revenue  is  the  introduction  of 
a  system  whereby   the  Muni  Fast  Pass  will  be  val id   for  intra -San 
Francisco  BART  trips.     Fast  Pass  revenue   is  expected  to  increase 
as  people  who  ride  BART  wi thin  the  City  purchase  Muni  passes . 
However,   BART  revenue   is  expected  to  decrease  and  Muni  will  have 
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to   re imburse   BART  for   its   loss.      This   loss   is  expected   to  be 
larger   than   the   revenue   Muni  vjill   gain  as  a   result  of  increased 
Fast  Pass  sales.     The  net  impact   is  expected  to  be  a  loss   in  Muni 
revenue  of  $1  million/year.      In  the  long  run,    this  can  be 
recovered   in  cost  savings  as  Muni  riders  shift  to  BART,  thus 
allov/ing  service  reductions  on  routes  duplicating  BART  service. 

The  S141.6  million  difference  between  operating  costs  and  farebox 
revenues  must  be  covered  by   funding   from  a  combination  of 
sources .     First ,   federal  and  regional  funding  are  projected  to  be 
$17  million  in  1983-84,     Advertising  revenue  is  expected  to  be 
$0.5  million.     Second  if  Muni  satisfies  the  AB  110  7  farebox 
recovery  requirements,    it  will  become  eligible  for  an  estimated 
$13.4  million  additional   funding   from  MTC.     To  qualify,   Muni  must 
maintain  a  ratio  of  farebox  revenue  to  operating  costs  of  33% 
each  year.     In  1983-84,   this  implies  a  farebox  revenue 
requirement  of  $61.8  million,  or  an  increase  over  the  revenue 
projected  with  the  current  fare  schedule  of  $16.0  million.  The 
remaining  shortfall  of  $94.7  million  must  be   funded  by  some 
combination  of  the  Assessment  District  or  some  other  fee,  an 
increase  in  the  operating  ratio  above  the  33%  minimum  required  to 
receive  AB  1107  funding,  and/or  Muni ' s  contribution  from  the 
General  Fund . 

Alternatively,  MTC  has  the  option  of  lowering  the  operating  ratio 
requirement  for  Muni   to  28 % ,   provided  that  the  average  of  BART , 
Muni,  and  AC  Transit  remains  at  33%.     If  this  were  to  occur,  the 
1983-84  farebox  revenue  requirement  would  be  $52.5  million. 
However,  because  state  and  federal  funding  for  MTC  are  not  likely 
to  increase,   MTC  will  probably  not  have   the   luxury  of  being  able 
to  allow  the  ratio  to  drop  at  all.     Furthermore,  even  if  MTC 
could  grant  a   reduction   in  the  farebox  revenue  requirement,  this 
would   imply  that  more  money  would  have  to  be  obtained   from  the 
Assessment  District  or  some  other  fee,   or  from  the  General  Fund. 

The  above  discussion  suggests  that  Muni's   fare  schedule  should  be 
designed   to  provide  a  minimum  of  $61.8  million   in  fiscal  year 
1983-84.     However,    revenue  projections  are  accurate   to  +  5%  only, 
suggesting  that   it  would  be  wiser  to  aim  for  a  minimum  of  $64.9 
million  in  farebox  revenue. 

POTENTIAL  MODIFICATIONS  TO  THE  MUNI   FARE  SCHEDULE 

As  discussed  earlier,  Muni's  fare  schedule  can  be  modified  to 
emphasize  any  or  all  of  the  following :      increased  farebox 
revenue,    increased  pass  usage,   and   increased  equity. 
Modifications  emphasiz  ing  each  of   these  are  discussed   in  the 
following  sections. 
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Alternatives    for  Achieving   The   Required    Farobox  Revenue 


There  are  several   ways    in  which   farebox   revenue   can  be  increased. 
First,    the  adult  base   fare,    now  50jzf,    can  be  raised.  Second, 
the  Fast  Pass  price  can  be   increased.      It  is  currently  set  at  $16 
which  is  equivalent  to  32  casli  fares.     Because  many  people  make 
over  50   trips  per  month  vjith  their  passes,   this  equivalency 
appears  to  be  too  low.     A  survey  conducted  prior  to  the  last  fare 
increase  suggests   that  an  equivalency  closer  to  40  would  be  more 
appropriate.     A  third  way  to  increase  revenue  is  to  increase  the 
discount  cash  fare.     Finally,   the  senior  and  handicapped  Fast 
Pass  price  can  be  increased. 

One  way  to  alleviate  the  burden  of  a  fare  increase  is  to  offer  a 
discount  during  off-peak  hours .     This  would  render  the  fare 
system  more  economically  efficient  by  charging  passengers  less 
when  it  costs  less  to  provide  service,    i.e;,  during  off-peak 
hours.     In  addition,    it  may  reduce  Muni's  peak  period  capacity 
requ irements  by  provid ing  passengers  an  incentive  to  travel  in 
the  off-peak  periods. 

While  attractive   in  theory,    there  are  significant  operational 
difficulties  VN/ith  peak  period  pricing  at  this  time.  Transit 
systems  that  have  successfully  implemented  peak  period  pricing 
have  tended  to  provide  fairly  reliable  service.     With  unreliable 
service,  a  passenger  could  board  a  bus  due  in  the  off-peak  but 
arriving   in  the  peak.     There   is  thus  a  significant  potential  for 
altercations  between  the  driver  and  the  passenger,    if  the 
passenger  is  charged  the  peak  fare.     If  the  passenger  is  not 
charged  the  peak  fare,   then  passengers  have  an  incentive  to  evade 
the  peak  surcharge  by  merely  stating  they  have  waited  for  a  long 
time.   In  spite  of  this  difficulty,    it  may  be  possible  to 
implement  peak  period  pricing  in  spring  of  1982,     The  potential 
for  success  will  be  increased  if  service  reliability  improves 
substantially . 

Alternatives  For  Increasing  Pass  Usage 

If  more  passengers  use  passes,   vehicle  run  times  v/ill  be  improved 
because  each  passenger  will  require  less   time  to  board ,  Pass 
usage  can  be   increased  in  one  of  two  ways .     Firs t ,  students  can 
be  allowed   to  purchase  a  discount  Fast  Pass.     Second,  the 
discount  Fast  Pass  price  equivalency  can  be  decreased.     It  is 
currently  equivalent  to  50  cash  fares.     A  survey  has  shown  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  decrease   this  equivalency  to  about  25  to 
attract  significantly  more  buyers. 
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Alternatives  For   Increasing  Equity 


Transit  discoants    in  general   are  designed   to   improve   the  mobility 
of  the   transit  dependent  population.     An  age  criterion  has  been 
used  to  date  because   it   is  v ievjed  as  a  reasonable  proxy  for 
transit  dependency.     Students  are  too  young  to  drive  and  seniors 
may  have  difficulty  driving,   particularly  as  eyesight  diminishes. 
In  addition  to  being  consider ed  a  reasonable  proxy,   a  dis count 
program  based  on  age   is  relatively  easy  to  administer  since  both 
youth  and  seniors  are  easy   to   identify.     Handicapped  individuals, 
on  the  other  hand,  are  harder  to  identify  and  thus  a  discount 
program  is  harder  to  administer.     However,   because  the  population 
involved  is  relatively  small,  administration  is  feasible. 

While  discounts  based  on  age  and  handicaps  have  been  viev/ed  as 
reasonable   in  the  past,    recent  studies  suggest  that  mobility  may 
be  more  limited  by  income  than  by  these  other  factors.  This 
implies  that  it  would  be  more  socially  beneficial  to  give  a 
transit  discount  to  low  income  individuals. 

The  City  and  County  Department  of  Social  Services  administers  a 
system  which  distributes  Food  Stamps  to  low-income  households. 
The  private  contractor  who  operates  the  Food  Stamp  distribution 
centers  in  San  Francisco  has  expressed  interest  in  selling 
discount  Fast  Passes  to  people  when  they  exchange  their 
Authorization  to  Purchase   (ATP)   for  Food  Stamps,     These  five 
centers  are  currently  Fast  Pass  oulets.     Food  Stamp  recipients 
are  mailed  an  ATP  each  month.     These  specify  the  dollar  amount  of 
Food  Stamps  to  be  distributed  to  each  household  and  can  be 
exchanged  at  any  of  five  outlets.  The  ATPs  are  printed  and  mailed 
by  the  City  and  County  Department  of  Social  Services,  The 
Department  has  indicated  that  information  regarding   the  number  of 
discount  passes  each  household   is  eligible  to  purchase  could  be 
added  to  the  ATPs.     Hov;ever,    this  would  require  some  software 
modifications.     Because   their  software   is  shared  with  thirteen 
other  counties,   any  changes  must  go  before  a  committee.  The 
process  could   take  up  to  four  or  five  months. 

The  population  of  people  receiving  Food  Stamps   is  divided  into 
four  subsets:     General  Assistance  recipients.  Aid  for  Families 
with  Dependent  Children   (AFDC)   recipients.   Refugees,  and 
Non-Assistance  Food  Stamps  recipients.     The   first  three  of  these 
groups,    totalling  55,700  individuals  of  which  about  40%  are 
adults,   are  needier  than  the  last  group,   which  contains  14,000 
individuals.     The  total  population  receiving  General  Assistance 
and  AFDC   is  41,000,   of  which  about  41%  are  adults.     The  ceiling 
on  monthly   income  for  the  first  three  groups  for  a  one-person 
household  is  $248.     For  Non-Assistance  Fooc3  Stamp  recipients,  the 
ceiling   is  $360. 
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ALTERNATIVE    FARE  SCHEDULES 


Given   the   cons idera  t ions   expressed   above,    a   number  of  fare 
schedules  were  analyzed.     The  advantages  and  disad vantages  of 
each  regarding   implementation ,   equity ,   and   impact  on  dwell  time 
are  summarized   in  the  trade-off  matrix  shown  in  Figure  1.  The 
schedules  are  presented   in  Tables  1  and  2. 

The  first   three  are  the  simplest.      In  these,   cash  fares  and  pass 
prices  are  increased,   but  no  structural  changes  are  made.  They 
are  thus  very  easy  to  implement,  but  they  do  not  address  equity 
and  pass  usage  concerns. 

The  next  three  schedules  allow  students  and  General  Assistance 
and  AFDC  recipients   to  purchase  discount  passes.     While  this 
would  be  difficult  to  implement,    it  would   increase  pass  usage, 
thus  reducing  dwell  times ,   and   it  would  substantially  improve 
equity.     The  seventh  through  ninth  schedules  take  this  one  step 
farther  by  allowing  all  Food  Stamp  recipients  to  purchase  passes. 

The   tenth  and  eleventh  schedules   introduce  a  peak  period  adult 
cash  fare  of  7 5gJ .     This  v/ould  be  very 'd i f f icult  to  implement 
and  v;ould  result  in  increased  passenger  boarding  times  and  thus 
longer  run  times.     The  last  six  schedules  are  similar  to  the 
fourth  through  ninth  schedules,   in  that  they  offer  discount 
passes  to  students  and  low  income  groups.     In  addition,  off-peak 
riders  are  charged  less  than  peak  riders. 

FARE  SCHEDULE  FOR  CABLE  CARS 

Under  Propos ition  D,   cable  car  rates  can  be  set  at  a  different 
level  from  the  rest  of  the  transit  system.     The  proposed  cable 
car  fare   is  $1.00  for  adults  and  5^  for  students,   seniors  and 
handicapped   individuals.      It  is  further  proposed  that  the  latter 
group  be  able  to  transfer  to  the  cable  cars   free  of  charge  and 
that  adults  pay  an  additional  50^^  when  transferring.  This 
amount   is  the  difference  between  the  cable  car  fare  and   the  rest 
of  the  system. 

In  light  of  this,   staff  is  not  recommending  a  specific  cable  car 
fare  modification  at  this  time.     Instead,   staff  recommends 
retaining  the  $1.00  cash  fare  for  adults,   raising  the  discount 
fare  to  whatever  is  accepted  for  the  rest  of  the  system  and 
lowering  the  additional  cash  fare  paid  by  adults  when 
transferring  so  that  it  remains  the  difference  between  the  cable 
car  fare  and  the  rest  of   the  system .     Analyses  are  currently 
underway   to  determine  whether  a  day  pass   is  desireable  and,  if 
so,  what  the  price  should  be.

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  respectively  transmits  the 
attached  resolution  containing  the  Commission's  proposed 
Municipal  Railway  fare  structure  for  consideration  by  the  Board. 
This  resolution  v;as  passed  February  2,   19B2  after  three  public 
meetings  and  one  pubic  hearing  at  which  over  60  citizens 
testified,  and  after  difficult  deliberation  by  the  members  of  the 
Commission.     The  Commission  sought  the  best  balance  between  the 
projected  revenue  needs  of  the  Muni  and  the  socio-economic 
impacts  of  a  fare  increase.     While  Muni  now  offers  over  28 
million  revenue  vehicle  miles  of  service  annually,   judging  from 
the  crowded  vehicles  I  see  daily,   that  is  not  sufficient  to  meet 
current  demand.     The  cost  projections  upon  which  our  revenue 
requirements  are  estimated  assume  only  a  2%  per  year  increase  in 
service,   v/hich  will  barely  keep  pace  with   increases   in  demand . 
Thus,    the  Commission  based   the   fare  increase  on  a  minimal 
forecast  of  revenue  requirements. 

The  fa  re   increase  must  be   implemented  by  Apr i 1  1,   1982  to  meet 
the  33%  farebox  requirement   imposed  by  AB1107  this   fiscal  year. 
The  next   fare   increase  must  be   imposed  April  1,    1984  to  meet  the 
same  requirement   in  fiscal  year  1983/84.     Attached,   you  will  find 
the  following: 

Tables  shov/ing  the  estimated  revenue  effects  of  the  proposed  fare 
schedule :

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  the  principles  which  guided  the 
Commiss  ion .     The  Commiss  ion  desired  that  the  Fast  Pass  rema  in  at 
an  attractive  price  rela t ive  to  the  cash  fare  to  continue  to 
encourage  its  use .     The  Fast  Pass  benefits  Muni  both  by  speeding 
operations  by  reducing  fare  collection  time ,  and  by  minimizing 
Muni's  losses  through  incorrect  and  fraudulent  fare  payment.  The 
proposed  Fast  Pass  price  of  $22  equals  about  37  cash  fares  at 
60jzi,  while  an  employed  person  would  take  up  to  44  work  trips  in 
the  average  month.     Our  studies  have  shown  that  the  proposed 
equivalency  achieves  the  best  balance  between  maximizing  the  use 
of  the  pass  and  minimizing  loss  of  potential  revenue. 

The  Commission  also  wishes  to  extend  a  monthly  pass  to  students 
as  soon  as  arrangements  for  its  sale  can  be  completed  to  gain  the 
same  benefits  as  we  do  with  the  adult  Fast  Pass.     The  pass  will 
be  sold  either  by  the  Board  of  Education  or  Muni's  existing  pass 
vendors.     Both  the  interim  cash  fare  of  10^5  and  the  pass,  when 
implemented,  would  be  priced  at  about  twice  what  the  average 
student   is  estimated   to  currently  spend  on  fares .     As  soon  as  the 
pass  is  made  available,    the  cash   fare  would   increase  to  25,*i  to 
encourage  maximum  use  of  the  pass. 

Finally,  the  Commission  desires  that  the  pass  for  senior  and 
handicapped   individuals  be  priced  attractively.     The  price  of  the 
pass  for  senior  and  handicapped  individuals  is  proposed  to  be 
$5.00,   v/hich  equals  only  20  cash  fares  at  2S^,     This  will  make 
this  pass  attractive  to  these  individuals,  some  of  whom  now 
purchase  it  for  its  convenience,  effectively  paying  well  over  the 
current  cash  fare.

In  general ,   the  Commiss ion  was  concerned  that  the  schedule  embody 
an  equi table  shar ing    (among   its  users)   of  the   increased  costs  of 
operating  the  system.      In  particular,    the  proposed   increase  in 
student  and  senior  discount  fares  appeared   long  overdue  since 
these  classes  are  currently  paying  the  same  fare  they  paid  in 
194  4 ,  and  far  less  than  in  other  cities  where  such  fares  range 
from  10^  to  150.     I  feel  the  proposed  fare  schedule  meets 
that  objective.

Attached  are  first  half  Financial  Reports  for  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.     V7e  are  now  back  on  schedule  for  production  of  monthly 
reports  for  managers  and  will  be  able  to  report  regularly  (quarterly) 
to  the  Commission, 

The  comments  which  follow  present  highlights  of  our  financial  position 
and  explain  the  most  obvious  variances.     Future  reports  to  the 
Commission  will  be  more  thorough  in'  their  analysis  of  position. 

It  is  hoped   that  these  reports  will  facilitate  your  review  of  the 
1982-83  budget  request.     These  reports  are  comparable  to  the 
COtJTItlUATION  budget  summaries   located  on  the   following  pages  of  t^e 
detailed  volume.

PUC  Bureaus  223 

Municipal  Railway :     The  diesel  engine  problem  within  the  Equipment 
Maintenance  Division  has   taxed   the  overall  department's  financial 
position.     Two  specific  areas  are  the  use  of  overtime  above  and  beyond 
the  budgeted  amount  and  outside  professional  services   for  engine 
repairs.     The   latter  will  be  covered  by   the  52.5  million  transfer 
approved  by   tlie  Commission  once   the  Controller's  concerns  are  met. 

Within  the  department,    total  salaries  report  an  overall  positive 
(favorable)   position.     There  are  negative  variances   in  platform  and 
overtime,   along  with  positive  variances   in  temporary  salaries  and 
holiday  pay.     These  variances  are  the  result  of  an   internal   problem  in 
our  labor  distribution  system.      Procedures  are  being   implemented  to 
correct  this  problem  for  future  report ing . 
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Revenues  are  below  target.     When  year  to  date  receipts  are  projected 
through  year  end,  we  estimate  total  revenues  at  $45.9  million,  or  a 
deficit  of  $900,000.     This  situation  should  be  improved  with  current 
year  enactment  of  the  fare  increases. 

Water  Department:     The  f irs t  six  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year 
leaves  the  Department  in  a  favorable  position  with  no  real  issues  to 
report.     Bad  weather  has  caused  the  use  of  unplanned  overtime. 
However,   barring  any  extraordinary  events,  overtime  funds  should  be 
sufficient  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Hetch  Hetchy:     VJith  minor  exceptions  in  Permanent  Salaries  -  Craft  and 
Overt ime ,   He tch  Fie tchy ' s  overall  financial  position  for  the  f i rst  six 
months  appears  to  be  better  than  expected. 

Management  has  been  advised  to  monitor  ,unplanned  expenditures, 
especif icdlly  in  Transit  Power. 

PUC  Bureaus:     Litigation  expenses  have  exceeded  estimated  projections 
for  the  current  year  as  a  result  of  tiie  increase  in  Muni  accidents  and 
claims.     This  deficit  v/ill  be  corrected  through  a  supplemental 
appropriation  request  approved  by  the  Commission  and  pending  approval 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Services  ot  other  city  departments  show  a  deficit  because   funds  were 
budgeted  under  objects  109,   120,  otlier  current  and  contractual 
services.     Reallocation  of  funds  to  proper  objects  will  correct  these 
def  ic  i ts .

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

Highlights 

Due  to  above  average  precipitation  in  the  Bay  Area  watersheds,  water 
delivery  to  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  has  remained  at  80  MGD. 

This  low  demand  from  the  Ketch  Hetchy  System  has  allowed  work  to  continue 
on  the  algae  control  problem  in  the  Moccasin  Reregulating  Reservoir, 
The  removal  of  sediment  and  recontour  work  are  nearing  completion. 

Although  the  unusually  severe  winter  weather  has  not  caused  any  major 
damage  throughout  the  project,  minor  earth  slides,  downed  trees  and 
drainage  blockages  have  resulted  in  an  increased  work  load  to  keep  roads 
open  throughout  the  project  area. 

Generation  at  the  three  hydroelectric  plants  has  been  increased  to  above 
normal  for  the  month  as  a  result  of  far  above  average  precipitation  for 
the  current  year.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at 
the  end  of  January  amounted  to  25-3  billion  gallons,  which  is 
of  capacity.     This  is  considerably  higher  than  the  20.8 
billion  gallons  and  69.2%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  December. 
For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole,  storage  amounted  to  66.2  billion 
gallons  and  85.1^  of  capacity  compared  to  56.6  billion  gallons  and 
12,9%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 


Operating  Problems 

The  cold  spell  that  started  in  December  continued  on  into 
January.     There  were  30  consecutive  days  when  the  temperature  got 
below  40     P,     During  this  month  there  were  15  days  on  which  the 
City  Distribution  Division  responded  to  more  than  two  main  breaks  in 
one  day.     The  resources  of  the  Division  and  endurance  of  the  employees 
were  stretched  to  exhaustion  by  the  8  ■d'ays  when  there  were  4  to  5 
breaks  per  day.     The  Division  responded  to  59  reports  of  leaks  in 
the  street  during  this  month.     Included  were  48  cast  iron  main  breaks 
and  3  leaks  on  wrought  iron  pipe. 

Severe  weather  conditions  during  the  month  of  January  caused 
considerable  damage  to  roads  and  flumes  in  the  watershed  and  undermined 
a  120  foot  section  of  the  Sunset  Supply  Line  in  South  San  Francisco. 
It  was  necessary  to  declare  an  emergency  to  engage  a  private  construction 
firm  to  effect  the  major  repairs,  including  that  required  on  the  pipeline. 
The  section  of  the  Sunset  Supply  Line  involved  was  taken  out  of  service 
on  January  6  from  Baden  to  San  Pedro  and  not  returned  until  January  11, 
after  temporary  wooden  bents  had  been  placed  to  support  the  pipe. 
Subsequent  restoration  of  the  area  by  means  of  compacted  fill  was 
virtually  completed  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

In  the  watershed  slides,  plugged  culverts,  fallen  trees  and  road 
failures  closed  every  road  but  the  Cahill  Ridge  Road.  Several  slides 
and  road  failures  were  of  such  magnitude  it  was  necessary  to  engage  a 
private  concern  with  the  necessary  earthmoving  equipment  to  effect 
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Operating  Probiems   (Cont . ) 


repairs.     In  addition,  virtually  all  the  Peninsula  Division's 
personnel  were  engaged  in  clearing  roads,  culverts  and  ditches  to 
the  limits  of  our  resources.     In  all  about  1^5  fallen  trees  were  cut 
up  and  removed  from  the  roadways,  77  culverts  were  cleared  and 
cleaned,  22  slides  were  cleared  and  several  thousand  feet  of  roadway 
rocked  and  rough-graded. 

The  Stone  Dam  Flume  was  damaged  in  at  least  nine  places  by  slides 
and  fallen  trees.  Because  of  the  press  of  other  work,  no  repairs  were 
made  and  it  remained  out  of  service. 

The  San  Mateo  Dam  No.   2  was  almost  completely  filled  by  rocks 
and  gravel  washed  in  by  the  heavy  water  flow,  as  were  the  Jepson 
Laurel,  Sawyer  Camp  and  Pulgas  check  dam  inpondments.     The  outlet  at 
San  Mateo  Dam  No.  2  was  closed  off  by  a  sandbar  deposited  by  a  side- 
stream.     It  was  cleared  and  the  Stone  Dam  No.   2  Tunnel  placed  back 
into  service  transmitting  San  Mateo  Creek  water  to  the  Crystal 
Springs  -  San  Andreas  Pipeline  on  January  27.

On  the  Peninsula  watershed  vandals  damaged  fencing  at  8 
locations.     Two  FBI  agents  were  fired  upon  by  persons  unknown  while 
jogging  on  Sawyer  Road  on  the  evening  of  January  20.     Neither  was 
hit.     A  search  for  the  gunmen  by  Sheriff's  Department  units  was 
unsuccessful.     A  total  of  30  department  signs  were  stolen  or  destroyed. 
The  cost  of  vandalism  repairs  was  $^,400.     A  total  of  99  trespassers 
were  evicted  during  the  month. 

On  the  Alameda  watershed  fencing  was  cut  by  vandals  at  numerous 
locations  along  Calaveras,  Marsh,  Foothill  and  V/eller  Roads.  The 
chain  and  padlocks  were  stolen  from  the  Marsh  Road  gate.     Repair  of 
vandalism  damage  amounted  to  $2,600.     A  total  of  118  trespassers  were 
evicted  during  the  month. 

In  San  Francisco  vandals  damaged  two  vehicles  while  parked  in 
front  of  the  Water  Department  employees'  homes.     The  windshield  was 
broken  and  the  revolving  roof  light  lens  and  lamps  were  taken  from  one 
vehicle  and  the  right  wing  frame  and  glass  broken  on  the  other  vehicle. 
The  cost  to  repair  both  vehicles  was  $225.

PUBLIC  HEARING 

To  consider  budget  proposals  for  Fiscal  Year  1982-83  for  all 
departments  and  bureaus  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Publxc 
Utilities  Commission. 

Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power 

Mr.  Anson  Moran,  Director  of  Budget  Analysis,  stated  that  the 
proposed  budget  for  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  is  a 
continuation  of  the  current  year's  budget.     There  is  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  dollar  amount  due  to  the  increase 
in  power  costs.     Accounting  procedures  have  been  changed 
for  City  departments.     Instead  of  charging  the  City's 
general  fund,  where  possible  power  costs  are  being  work- 
ordered  from  the  department  through  the  bureau  to  provide 
more  accountability. 

Commissioner  Sanger  questioned  line  item  "469  Equity  Transfer" 
in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  budget.     Mr.  Moran  replied  that  all  City 
departments  were  to  be  raised  to  full  market  rates  with  the 
increased  amount  passing  to  the  general  fund  through  the 
equity  transfer.     Mr.  Sklar  stated  that  in  accordance  with 
the  wishes  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  all  City  departments, 
except  those  which  are  public  service  enterprises,  will  be 
charged  the  discount  rate. 

President  Flynn  said  that  last  year  after  being  advised 
that  the  school  districts  could  not  pay  market  rate  for  power 
because  the  amount  had  not  been  budgeted,   this  Commission 
agreed  to  continue  the  discount  for  this  year  only.  There- 
after,  the  school  districts  would  be  charged  market  rates. 
He  questioned  whether  rates  for  City  departments  are  under 
the  Commission's  jurisdiction  or  the  Mayor's  Office. 

Ms.  Smith,  Secretary,  said  that  the  Commission  sets  the  rates 
for  power  furnished  to  City  departments  at  the  time  it 
adopts  rates  for  Hetch  Hetchy  power  furnished  to  other 
consumers . 

Commissioner  Sanger  questioned  the  implication  these  rates 
may  have  on  the  Airport  litigation  case  and  requested  an 
executive  session  with  legal  counsel  before  approving  the 
budget . 
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Mr.   Moran  stated  that  one-half  of  the  cost  of  energy  audits 
that  are  budgeted  in  the  Bureau  of  Energy  Conservation  are 
funded  through  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  because 
they  are  gas  related  and,  therefore,  cannot  be  funded  by 
Hetch  Hetchy. 

Commissioner  McCrea  moved  and  Commissioner  Hsieh  seconded 
adoption  of  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  budget. 
Commissioners  Flynn  and  Lenvin  voted  "aye".  Commissioner 
Sanger  voted" no" . 

Municipal  Railway 

Mr.  Moran  said  that  the  level  of  general  fund  support  is  the 
same  as  this  year,  adjusted  to  include  salary  standardization. 
All  new  programs  will  be  presented  today,  with  the  exception 
of  the  "July  1st  Adjustment"  and  the  Equipment  Maintenance 
budget.     Mr.  Sklar  defined  the  "July  1st  Adjustment"  as  an 
annualization  of  projected  July  1st  actual  expenditures  which 
are  not  identified  in  the  current  year's  budget- 
Mr.  Moran  explained  that  under  the  13c  agreement  with  the 
federal  government,  the  City  has  agreed  that  as  a  result  of 
receiving  federal  grant  funds  existing  employees  will  not 
suffer  economically.     Applying  this  to  the  cable  car  shutdown 
the  department  has  identified  its  maximum  liability,  subtracted 
the  number  of  employees  that  can  be  reassigned  to  new  programs 
leaving  a  remaining  liability  of  $1,485,100.     This  assumes 
job  placement  v;ithin  six  months.     Platform  personnel  are 
not  included  because  they  will  be  reassigned  to  other  vehicle 
modes. 

Commissioner  Sanger  said  that  he  is  opposed  to  abandonment 

of  Line  7-HAIGHT  when  weekend  LRV  service  begins.     He  suggested 

shortlining  the  No.  7  at  Market  Street.     Commissioner  Lenvin 

opposed  elimination  of  surface  transportation  and  interim 

stops  between  Muni  Metro  stations  by  abandonment  of  Line 

8-MARKET. 

Commissioner  McCrea  directed  that  staff  reduce  service  by 
no  more  than  $200,000  to  offset  weekend  LRV  service  and 
resubmit  the  revised  plan  to  the  Commission. 

Ms.  Barbara  Brown  of  Field  Support  described  the  Joint  Labor/ 
Management  Board  which  will  work  on  resolving  problems  from 
the  divisional  level  to  top  management.     Some  of  the  areas 
on  which  the  JLMB  will  focus  are  safety,  operator  health 
and  moral. 

Mr.  Paul  Bellazain,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union, 
Local  250-A,  supported  this  opportunity  for  the  union  to 
establish  a  working  relationship  with  management. 

Mr.   Dick  Sinigiani  c\£  Oporotions  presented  the  overtime  needs 
for  implementation  of  central  traffic  control  training. 
Ms.  Diane  Nygaard  of  Operations  Training  presented  a 
requoot  for  three  temporary  instructors  to  conduct  training 
for  non-platform  operations  personnel. 
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Commissioner  McCrea  requested  that  these  two  programs  be 
consolidated .

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 


Highlights 

Precipitation  in  the  Ketch  Hetchy  watershed  continues  well  above  average 
while  generation  at  the  three  hydroelectric  plants  remains  at  maximum. 

As  of  March  1,   the  water  available  for  spilling  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir 
was  estimated  at  approximately  275,000  acre-feet.     Controlled  releases 
from  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  have  begun  with  1,000  cubic  feet  per  second  being 
discharged  presently  down  the  Tuolumne  River. 

The  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission  (FERC)  has  issued  a  preliminary 
permit  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  "South  Fork  Tuolumne 
Project"  thereby  requiring  that  studies  regarding  economic,   technical  and 
environmental  feasibility  be  started  at  an  early  date.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  February  amounted  to  26.1  billion  gallons,  which  is  87.6% 
of  capacity.     This  is  slightly  higher  than  the  25.3  billion  gallons 
and  84.9^  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  January.     For  the  Suburban 
system  as  a  whole,  storage  amounted  to  70.9  billion  gallons  and 
91.2%  of  capacity  compared  to  66.2  billion  gallons  and  85.1^  of 
capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 

Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  commenced  spilling  on  February  15 
and  continued  to  spill  for  the  balance  of  the  month.     The  total 
amount  of  spill  during  this  period  was  1,079  million  gallons.  Rate 
of  water  release  was  abetted  by  controlled,  additional  spill  through 
the  emergency  relief  valve  on  the  outlet  piping. 

Suburban  -  Operating  Problems 

Heavy  rains  and  high  volumes  of  runoff  during  the  month  caused 
additional  damage  to  Department  facilities.     The  Stone  Dam  Road  was 
again  inundated,  the  stream  course  having  shifted  to  the  roadbed  for 
a  distance  of  about  200  feet.     The  regulating  slide  gate  at  the 
Pilarcitos  outlet  tower  was  deformed  by  the  collapse  of  the  steel 
ladder  onto  it.     Several  additional  small  slides  occurred  and  numerous 
trees  were  down  inhibiting  travel  on  the  access  roads  until  they  were 
cleared .

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  MANAGER 
Tuolumne  River  Projects 

Mr.  Sklar  announced  that  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission 
has  issued  a  preliminary  permit  for  the  South  Fork  Tuolumne  Project. 
This  does  not  commit  the  Commission  to  this  project.     It  is  the 
staff's  intent  to  have  an  environmental  impact  report/environmental 
impact  statement   (EIR/EIS)  prepared  which  will  totally  evaluate 
any  actions  we  may  take  along  the  Tuolumne  River.     All  projects 
identified  in  the  report  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and  Associates,  Inc. 
and  any  other  that  may  emerge  will  be  evaluated.     Staff  recommends 
that  the  Policy  Board  and  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  for 
the  EIR/EIS  include  not  only  staff  members  but  people  from  all

interested     areas.      Staff  also  recommends   that   the  EIR/EIS  be 
conducted  entirely  by  the  Commission,   not  as  a  joint  project 
with  the  Modesto  and  Turlock   Irrigation  Districts.     Any  decisions 
regarding  the  Districts'   participation  in  specific  projects  should 
be  made  at  the  time  the  Commission  decides  to  go  forward  with  a 
specific  project. 

Commissioner  Sanger  stated  that  the  Commission  will  define  the 
scope  of  work  for  the  EIR/EIS,  and  any  changes  in  that  scope. 
This  position  should  be  related  to  the  Controller  of  the  budget. 
Mr.  Sklar  said  that  a  Commissioner  should  Chair  the  Policy  Board 
and  Technical  Advisory  Committee.     Commissioner  Sanger  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  Commission's  control  over  the  budget  and 
scope  of  work  cannot  be  delegated  to  a  committee  composed  of 
non-Commission      members .

INTRODUCTION  OF  NEW  BUSINESS  BY  COMMISSIONERS 

Commissioner  Sanger  reported  on  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Commission's  AB-842  Committee,     He  said  pursuant 
to  his  recommendation  last  year,  MTC  has  agreed  to  accelerate 
to  the  month  of  April  its  allocation  of  funds  to  each  operator. 
Thus,  when  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopt  the 
Municipal  Railway  budget  they  can  be  certain  of  the  funds 
expected  from  MTC, 

It  has  been  the  MTC's  policy  to  allocate  operating  assistance 
based  upon  a  "coordinated  fare  system."     Their  staff  is  recommen- 
ding under  the  "coordinated  fare  system"  that  fares  be  presumed 
on  a  basis  of  a  75%  discount  for  senior  citizens,  youth  and 
handicapped  persons,  and  a  uniform  pass  equivalency  of  40  rides 
per  month.     Due  to  the  fare  structure  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  Muni's  fare  revenues  will  be  approximately  $2.5 
million  less  than  presumed  by  MTC.     The  net  effect  will  be  a 
reduction  in  operating  assistance.     Had  we  known  of  these 
standards  before  the  fare  increase  was  adopted,  we  could  have 
informed  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  consequences  of  their 
action.     Commissioner  Sanger  requested  that  the  President 
of     the    Commission  inform  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  letter  of  the  impact  of  continuing  the  5<:  fare  on  Muni's 
budget.

The  resolution  you  have  before  you   is  ba sed  on  our 
estimates  of  how  the  process  would  work  as  of  a  month  ago  and 
as  of  the  —  according  to  the  TDA  and  AB-1107  resolutions 
which  you  approved   in   February,      That  budget  that  was 
approved   for   1983  MUNI  operations   showed  a  need  of  35.3 
million   in  operating  subsidies   from  the  three   sources;  TDA, 
1107  and  Section  5. 

At   this  point,    the  preliminary  recommendations  coming 
out  of  842      show  that  there  v;ill   be  about   16  and  a  half 
million  dollars  of  TDA  funds  available  to  San  Francisco  at 
this  point.      And   last  month,    you  also  requested  an 
improvement  allowance  be  paid   for  out  of  TDA  and/or  1107 
funds  of  two  and   a  half  million.      That  request  made  to  MTC, 
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That     woui.^     leave     us     with     a  neea     of  about 

$21.3    mi  1  1  ion    in    operating    subsidy    for    fi7t-B3  ,     and    anain.  that 
was  based   on   our   estimates   of    fare  revenue   that  v/ould  be 
raised  according  to  the   fare  schedule  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors . 

Therefore,    in  th is  resolution ,   we  are  asking   for  the 
authority  to  apply  for,   accent  and  expend  up  to  $71.3  million, 
the  reason  being  that  even  though  we  don't  expect  perhaps  all 
Df  it  to  come  from  the  federal  government,   we  need  a 
combination  of  BAPT  half-cent  sales  tax  revenues  and  federal 
operating  subsidies  equal  to  that  in  order  to  meet  the 
required  subsidy  for  82-fi3  operations. 

The  other  reason,   there  is  some  uncertainty  in  the 
resolution.      It   says  apply   for  up  to   21.3  million  because 
even  after   the  MTC  Committee  has  decided  on  their  recommended 
allocations,    there  will   still  be  some  uncertainty  on  the 
available   federal   subsidy  for  next  year   since  Congress  must 
reauthorize   the  UHTA  Section  5  operating   systems   for  82-83.

Commissioner  Sanger  questioned  the  lateness  of  this  proposal  to 
adjust  rates  to  changes  authorized  by  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  May,  June  and  July  of  1981.     Mr.  Ted 
Chung,  Senior  Electrical  Engineer,  replied  that  the  net  effect 
of  those  changes  was  only  a  10  percent  increase  for  fuel  cost 
adjustment.     The  January  1,  1982  general  increase  is  65  percent.

Mr.  Norman  Rolfe  of  San  Francisco  Tomorrow,  urged  the  Commission 
to  complete  the  design  with  the  mezzanine  and  include  it  as  an 
alternate  scheme  in  the  bid  process. 

Mr.  Oral  Moore,  Deputy  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  PUC, 
replied  that  the  design  with  the  mezzanine  is  entirely  different 
from  the  proposed  design  without  mezzanine  storage.  The 
difference  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  certain  maintenance  functions 
to  other  facilities,  thus  allowing  greater  storage  space  without 
the  use  of  a  mezzanine  level.

REPORT    ON    THE    ANTICIPATED    EFFETT    OF    PROPOSF.D    SCHEDULE  OF 
RATES    UPON    THE    BUDGET    OF    HETCH    HETCIIY    WATER   AND  POWER 

March  1982 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  power  system*  with  its  three  hydroelectric  generating  plants, 
generates  nearly  two  billion  kilowatthours  of  electric  energy  in  a  normal  year. 
This  energy  is  sold  to  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts,  Norris 
Industries,   several  industrial  customers  assigned  under  contracts  with  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  and  to  various  departments  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.     A  very  small  amount  is  also  sold  to  a  few  miscellaneous  customers. 

The  rates  to  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts,  which   consume    about  60 
percent  of  the  electric  energy  sold  by  City,  are  established  by  contracts  between 
City  and  the  Districts.     The  current  contracts  will  expire  June  30,  1985. 

The  rates  City  is  required  to  charge  six  of  its  industrial  customers.  Kaiser 
Aluminum,  Kaiser  Cement,  Lockheed  Missiles,  I.B.M.,  General  Motors  and  Liquid  Air, 
are  PGandE  rates  established  by  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission.  This 
situation  arises  because  such  rates  are  agreed  upon  in  existing  contracts  between 
these  customers  and  PGandE»  which  contracts' have 'been  assigned  by  the  latter  to 
the  City.     Under  the  agreements,  sales  to  these  customers  are  only  to  the  extent 
of  whatever  City  has  available  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  by  City's  own 
municipal  uses  and  its  other  contract  customers. 

The  rates  to  private  consumers  and  the  various  departments  of  the  City  are  estab- 
lished by  resolution  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  subject  to 
review  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  authorized  successive  changes 
effective  May  12,   1981,  June  21,   1981,  July  14,   1981  and  January  1,   1982  resulting 
in  a  net  increase  in  electric  rates  prevailing  in  this  area.     To  continue  its 
policy  of  maintaining  competitiveness  with  prevailing  rates  and  providing  support 
to  the  General  Fund,   the  Commission  is  taking  similar  action  with  respect  to  its 
schedule  of  rates  for  disposal  of  Hetch  Hetchy  power  to  private  consumers  and  the 
municipal  departments  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

For  fiscal  year  1981-82  $17.6  million  has  been  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  as 
authorized  by  Section  6.A07(e)  of  the  Charter.     The  proposed  rate  increase  is 
necessary  to  enable  such  sum  to  be  restored  to  Hetch  Hetchy  surplus   (reserves)  and 
is  necessary  to  maintain  a  like  transfer  to  the  General  Fund  in  fiscal  year  1982-83. 
Such  transfer  can  only  be  accomplished  from  surplus  funds  and  is  subject  to  the 
limitation  that  only  that  part  of  the  surplus  in  excess  of  twenty-five  percent  of 
the  total  expenditures  for  operation,  repairs  and  maintenance  in  fiscal  year  1981-82 
can  be  transferred. 

The  proposed  rates  will  have  no  effect  on  revenue  derived  from  sales  to  Norris 
Industries   (it  operates  the  Riverbank  Army  Ammunition  Plant  for  the  Army  as  lessee), 
since  the  lawsuit  concerning  the  validity  of  the  rates  charged  by  the  City  for 
commercial  electric  power  has  been  settled  and  the  City  and  the  Army  have  entered 
into  a  contract  for  sales  of  power  by  the  City  to  the  Array  for  operation  of  the 
plant.

Proposed  rates  will  significantly  increase   the  charges  for  electrical  energy  sold 

to   the  Clean  Water  Program   (DPW) ,  amounting   to  about  $85,600  per  month  for  fiscal 

year  1981-82  and  about  $1,207,800  for  fiscal  year  1982-83.     Although  the  dollar 

increase  appears  smaller  than  for  the  Water  Department,   it  is  a  bigger  increase 
percentage-wise. 


Proposed  rates  will  impact  even  more  significantly  the  revenue  from  sale  of  electri- 
cal energy  Co  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     For  the  portion  that  is 
sold  Co  the  airline  tenants  in  accordance  with  the  settlement  terms  of  a  lawsuit. 
City  V.  Airlines,  the  increase  amounts  to  about  $271,300  per  month  for  fiscal  year 
1981-82  and  about  $3,391,300  for  fiscal  year  1982-83.     For  the  portion  that  is 
sold  to  the  Airport  for  its  own  use  and  the  use  of  tenants  other  than  the  airlines, 
the  increase  amounts  to  about  $379,900  per  month  for  fiscal  year  1981-82  and  about 
$4,748,400  for  fiscal  year  1982-83. 

Charges  for  electric  energy  consumed  by  City  departments  other  than  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  the  Clean  Water  Program 
(DPW)  are  determined  by  the  results  of  the' cost  'of  service  study  for  fiscal  year 
1978-79,  using  a  10  percent  rate  of  return  on  net  capital  investment.     Such  a  rate 
of  return  is  considered  necessary  for  the  generation  of  sufficient  funds  to  meet 
the  basic  cash  requirements  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  including  reasonable  amounts 
for  renewals,  replacements  and  additions,  and  any  other  unfunded  costs.     The  effect 
of  the  new  rates  to  these  City  departments  will  be  to  the  extent  that  the  new  rates 
will  be  used  as  a  first  step  in  billing.     The  billings  will  then  be  adjusted  by  a 
discount  to  reduce  the  charges  to  the  cost  of  service.     Since  the  cost  of  service 
is  not  being  changed,  the  revenue  from  this  source  would  not  be  affected  by  the 
adoption  of  the  proposed  rates.

Mr.   Burk  Delventhal,   Deputy  City  Attorney,  said  that  at  the  Commission 
meeting  of  April  13,  1982,  Mr.  Thomas  Klitgaard  of  Pillsbury, 
Madison  and  Sutro,  Attorneys  at  Law,  raised  a  question  regarding 

in  line    projects.     We  have  studied  his  objections  and  feel  that 
the  regulations,  as  proposed,  draw  the  line  between  those 
projects  that  have  vested  rights  and  those  that  don't. 

In  response  to  another  objection  by  Mr.   Klitgaard,  we  recommend 
including  Section  7.3,  which  restates  a  portion  of  the  ordinance, 
to  provide  a  credit  against  the  development  fee  in  the  event  the 
City  imposes  and  collects  an  additional  fee  or  assessment 
specifically  to  recover  the  costs  of  transit  services.  Also, 
the  eligibility  date  under  Section  4. c.  should  be  amended  so 
that  the  fee  becomes  due  immediately  prior  to  issuance  of  a 
certificate  of  final  completion.

TRANSIT    If^A^T  DEVELOPMENT   FEE  REGULATIONS 
1 .  Authority 

The  Board  of  Suoervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  have  adopted  Ordinance  No.   221-84,  amendinq  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  by  adding  Chapter  38.  This 
ordinance  contains  the  legislative  authorization  for  the 
imposition  of  the  Transit  Impact  Development  Fee  (hereinafter 
TTDF).     The  development  of  new  office  uses  in  the  downtown  area 
increases  the  demand   for  oea k  oeriod  oublic  transit  service. 
This  increased  demand  requires  the  expansion  of  Municipal  Railway 
service  which  necessitates  the  purchase  of  additional  rolling 
stock,  the  construction  or  expansion  of  faciHties  and  additional 
associated  operating  and  maintenance  costs.     The  purpose  of  this 
ordinance    is  to  require  developers  of  new  office  uses  in  the 
downtown  area  to  pay  a  fee  which  is  related  directly  to  the 
incremental   financial  burden   imposed  upon  the  Municipal  Railway 
both  for  the  acquisition  of  capital  assets  and   for  the  long  term 
operational  expense  of  those  new  facilities  required  to  serve  the 
additional  passengers  generated  by  the  new  development. 

No  later  than  August  of  each  year,   the  General  Manager  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission    (hereinafter  PIT)  transmits  to 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  a  report    regarding  the 
current  cost  per  peak  period  Municipal   Railway  person  trip 
necessary  to  provide  additional  transit  service  required  bv  new 
development.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  conducts  public  hearings 
on  the  report,  hears  testimony  from  the  public,  and  at  the 


conclusion   of   the  public   hearings,    sets   the  TIDF  Schedule. 

The  TIDF  Ordinance    (hereinafter   referred   to  as  the 
Ordinance)  empowers  the  PIT  to  adopt  such  rules,  regulations  and 
administrative  procedures  as  it  deems  necessary  to  implement  the 
Ordinance,   including  hut  not  limited  to  such  subjects  as  the 
determination,  collection,   refund,  and  utilization  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  TIDF, 

The  General  Manager  shall  orepare  and  submit  to  the  PUC  for 
review  and  approval,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  mav  be 
necessary  for  the  implementation  of  the  Ordinance.     The  General 
Manager  shall  further  propose  such  amendments  or   additions  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  that  he  or  she  determines  to  be  necessary. 
The  General  Manager  shall   also  maintain   for  public  distribution, 
upon   request,  copies  of  the  Ordinance  and  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  bv  the  PIT  pursuant  thereto. 

The  General  Manager   is   responsible  for  collection  of  the 
TIDF.     Questions  about  the  TIDF  will   be  answered  by  the  PUC  staff 
at  776-7778  uo   to  September,   1982  and   at   558-5348  thereafter. 

2 .  Definitions 

2.1.     Office  Use   for  Space) 

The  term  office  use  is  used   interchangeably  with  the  term 
of  f ice  space .

2 .2 .     Gross  Floor  Area 

Gross  floor  area  shall   mean  floor  area  as  defined   in  San 
Francisco  Building  Code    (hereinafter.  Building  Code)  Section 
402.1.18. 

2*  3  .     Gross  Square  Feet  of  Office  Use 
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Gross   square    feet  of  office  use  shall    be  defined   as  the 
total   square  feet  of  space  or  gross  floor  area   in  a  building  or 
within  a  structure  devoted  to  office  use  as  specified   in  these 
requlations  includinq  anv  common  a  reas^celated  -to^  office  use  and 
not  fia»©*«<t^pi44i»rr44T^-«©  any  other  use   fsuch  as  retail, 
manuf acturinq ,  etc.l.     Where  a  structure  contains  more  than  one

New  development  is  any  new  construction  or  the  addition, 
alteration,   conversion,  enlargement,  extension  or  rehabilitation 
of  an  existing  structure  which  includes  the  net  addition  of  gross 
square  feet  of  office  use  ■ 

2  -5 .2  .       In  li  ne  pro j  ect  s 

Pending  review  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
applicability  of  the  Ordinance  to  the  below  enumerated  class  of 
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projects,   new  development  shall  not   include  new  construction  or 
the  addition,  alteration,  conversion,  enlargement,  extension,  or 
rehabilitation  of  an  existing  structure  for  which  a  valid 
building  permit  was  issued  prior  to  June  5,  1981,   provided  that 
one  or  more  of  the  following  had  occurred  prior  to  June  5,  1981: 

fl)       In  the  case  of  new  construction  or  the  addition, 
alteration,  conversion,  enlargement,  extension  or  rehabilitation 
of  an  existing  building  involving  building  on  vacant  land, 
whether  previously  occupied  or  not,  the  site  or  portion  thereof 
on  which  the  new  building  or  addition,  alteration,  conversion, 
enlargement,  extension  or  rehabilitation  of  an  existing  building 
is  to  be  located  has  been  fully  prepared  and  the  first  structural 
element  has  been  erected  thereon  or  the  foundation  has  been 
completed .

additional   transit  service  to  serve  the  project  and  other 
projects . 

2.6.  Downtown  Area 

The  downtown  area   is  that  portion  of  the  City  bounded  by 
Van  Ness  Avenue  as  far  north  as  Broadway,  from  Van  Ness  Avenue 
and   Broadway  easterly  on  Broadway  to  Sansome  Street,  then 
northerly  on  Sansome  Street  to  the  Embarcadero,  then 
southeasterly  on  the  Embarcadero  to  Berrv  Street,  then 
southwesterly  on  Berrv  Street   to  De  Ha  ro  Street,   then  southerly 
on  Oe  Haro  Street  to  Alameda  Street,   then  westerly  on  Alameda 
Street  to  Bryant  Street,  then  northerly  on  Bryant  Street  to 
Thirteenth  Street,  then  westerly  on  Thirteenth  Street  to  South 
Van  Ness  Avenue,   then  northerly   to  Van  Ness  Avenue,     The  downtown 
area   includes  all   property  with  an  address  on  anv  of  or  within 
the  area  surrounded  by  the  above  enumerated  boundary  streets  on 
June   5,  1981  or  at  any  time  thereafter. 

2.7.  Building  Pe  rmi  t 

Building  permit  shall  mean  a  site  permit  within  the  meaning 
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of  Building  Code  Section  302. A. 7  where  one   is  applied  for; 
otherwise  it  shall  mean  a  permit  within  the  meaning  of  Building 
Code  Section  302. A. 

2.8.     Temporary  Permit  of  Occupancy 

The  temporary  permit  of  occupancy  is  the  first  permit  of 
occupancy  issued  for  a  building  or  portion  thereof  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  or  his  or 
her  designee,  pursuant  to  Building  Code  Section  306. D. 

Certificate  of  Final  Completion  and  Occupancy 

The  certificate  of  final  completion  and  occupancy  is  the 
certificate  of  occuoancy  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  or  his  or  her  designee,  pursuant 
to  Building  Code  Section  306. A. 

2.10.  General  Manager 

General  Manager  shall  mean  the  General  Manager  of  the  PUC 
or  his  or  her  designee. 
3 .  Procedure 

3  -1 •     Filing  of  the  PUC  Footage  Reporting  Form 
A  PUC  Footage  Reporting  Form  must  be  filed  in  connection 
with  any  application  involving  a  net  decrease  in  or  an  addition 
to  office  use  whether  arising  from  new  construction  or  an 
addition,  alteration,  conversion,  enlargement,  extension  or 
rehabilitation  of  an  existing  building  in  the  downtown  area. 

On  this  form  the  applicant  must  report  that  information 
which  the  General  Manager  has  deemed  necessary  to  the 
determination  of  the  net  increase  or  net  decrease  in  the  n'-mber 


of   qross   square    feet  of  office  use. 

The  PUC  Footage  Reporting  Form  will   be  available  for 
distribution  at  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,   450  McAllister  Street,  San  Francisco,  where 
permit  application  forms  are  distributed. 

Filing  the  PUC  Footage  Reporting  Form  with  the  building 
Dermit  application  at  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  will  save  time  in 
determining  the  fee  and  obtaining  issuance  of  the  permit. 

The  Bureau  of  Building  Insoection  shall  transmit  to  the  PUC 
copies  of  applications  for  all  new  building  permits  and  for 
permits  involving  a  change  of  occupancy  to  office  use  within  the 
downtown  area.     In  addition,  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  shall 
screen  all  other  building  permit  applications  and  transmit  to  the 
PTJC  copies  of  those  applications  involving  conversion  of  other 
space  within  F-2  occupancies  to  office  use  in  the  downtown  area. 
AU  PUC  Footaae  Reporting  Forms  submitted  to  the  Bureau  shall  be 
transmitted  alono  with  the  applications. 

Within  7  working  days  of  the  filing  of  the  permit 
application,  the  General  Manager  shall  advise  the  Central  Permit 
Bureau  as   to  which  applications  propose  office  uses  subject  to 
the  Ordinance.     The  applicant  shall  also  be  advised   in  writing  by 
the  PUC  that  the  proiect   is  subject  to  the  fee,  that  a  PUC 
Footage  Reporting  Form  must  be   filed  and   that  without  the  PUC 
Footage  Reporting  Form  the  General  Manager  cannot  determine  the 
fee  and  the  permit  will  not  he  issued. 

A  PiiC  Footage  Reporting  Form  not   filed  at  the  same  time  as 
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a  oermit   application  must  be   filed  with  the  PUC  ,   425  Mason 
Street,  7th  Floor,  San  Francisco  CA  94102. 

Revisions  to  plans  submitted   in  connection  with  pending 
araplications  for  buildinq  permits,  and  applications  for 
alterations  for  permits  issued,  which  revisions  or  alterations 
involve  chanqes  in  floor  area  or  occupancy  in  the  downtown  area, 
will  be  treated   in  the  same  manner  as  the  initial  application. 
PUC  Footage  Reporting  Forms  or   revised  PUC  Footage  Reporting 
Forms  must  be  filed  and  the  TIDF  finally  determined  pursuant  to 
these  requlations  before  such  amendments  will  be  approved  and 
permits  issued  . 

All  pit:  Footage  Reporting  Forms  shall   be  kept  on  file  by 
the  General  Manager, 

3     .     Initial  Determination  of  Fee 

Following  the  filing  of  the  PUC  Footage  Reporting  Form,  the 
General  Manager  shall   forthwith  determine  whether  additional 
information  is  need.     if  such  information   is   needed,  a  request 
for   additional   information  shall   be  mailed   to  the  applicant. 

Once  the  General  Manager  has  all  the  necessary  information, 
he  or  she  shall   determine  the  fee.     The  General  Manaqer  shall 
forthwith  mail  this  initial  determination  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  on  which  the  new  development  will  occur  and   to  the 
applicant.     In  the  event  there    is  more  than  one  owner  of  record, 
the  determination  shall   be  mailed  to  the  owner  or  other  person 
designated  by  the  owners  to  receive  property  tax  bills. 
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3 -3  •      Appeal  of   the  Initial  Determination 
The  owner  or  applicant  may  appeal  each  separate  initial 
determination  to  the  PUC  by  filing  written  notice  of  the  appeal 
in  the  office  of  the  General  Manager,  Room  287  City  Hall,  San 
Francisco  CA  94102  within  15  working  days  from  the  date  of 
mailing  of  the  initial  determination.     The  owner  or  applicant  may 
appeal  the  determination  of  the  number  of  gross  square  feet  of 
office  use  subject  to  the  fee,  or  the  useful  life  category  if  the 
fee  schedule  includes  useful  life  categories,   in  order  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  the  fee  obligation.     Any  initial  determination  not 
appealed  within  15  working  days  of  the  date  of  mailing  of  the 
initial  determination  becomes  final. 

In  the  written  notice  of  appeal,  the  appellant  shall 
specify  the  grounds  for  the  appeal  and  wherein  the  initial 
determination  is  erroneous.     The  PUC  shall  determine  the  appeal 
on  the  basis  of  the  written  notice  of  appeal,  a  written  response 
from  the  staff  of  the  PUC,  which  response  shall  also  be  mailed  to 
the  appellant,  and  any  written  rebuttal  from  the  appellant. 
Appellant's  written  rebuttal  must  be  filed  within  10  working  days 
of  the  date  appearing  on  the  staff  response.     The  PUC  shall  issue 
a  written  decision  after  the  expiration  of  the  deadline  for  the 
submission  of  the  appellant's  rebuttal.     This  written  decision 
shall  be  deemed  the  final  determination  of  the  fee. 
3 .4 .     Final  Determination  of  Fee 

Once  a  determination  becomes  final,  either  because  no 
appeal  was  taken  from  the  initial  determination  or  by  virtue  of 
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the  final  determination   foUowinq  an  appeal,  the  General  Manager 
shall  mail  such  final  determination  to  the  Central  Permit  Bureau 
and  to  the  Droperty  owner  or  applicant.     The  Bureau  may  not  issue 
a  buildjnq  permit  for  new  development  in  the  downtown  area  unless 
it  has  received  such  final  determination. 

The   final  determination  shall  also  be  deemed  a  bill  for  the 
fee,  which  shall    be  due  uDon  the  eliqibility  date. 

4  .   Kliqi  bi  litv  Date 

The  bill  for  the  TIDF  is  due  upon  the  eligibility  date, 
which    is  the  earliest  of  the  following  dates: 

a.  when  50%  of  the  net  rentable  office  space  of  the  project 
has  been  occupied; 

b.  when  eight    f8)  months  have  elapsed  since  the  date  of 
issue  of  the   first  temporarv  permit  of  occuoancv; 

c.  when  a  certificate  of  final  completion  and  occupancy  has 
been  reouested  . 

The  Bureau  of  Building  Insoection  shall  notify  the  General 
Manaaer  whenever   a  temporarv  permit  of  occuoancv   is   issued  and 
when  a  certificate  of  final  completion  and  occuoancv  is  requested 
with  resoect  to  anv  office  use  in  the  downtown  area. 

A  reminder  of  the  bill  shall  be  sent  by  the  General  Manager 
when  eligibility  for  fee  oayment  occurs.     The  reminder  does  not 
constitute  the  bill  or  establish  the  due  date;    it   is  merelv  for 
the  convenience  of  the  owner  or  developer.     Failure  of  the 
General  Manager  to  comolv  with  this   reguirement  shall  not  alter 
the  obligation  to  oav  the  fee  or  the  date  on  which  it   is  due. 
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5 .    Fee  Payment 

5,1.     One  Time  Fee  Payment 

For  new  ^evelooments  within  the  downtown  area  for  which 
building  permits  were   issued  on  or  after  June  S,  1981,  the  fee  is 
due  in  full  on  the  eliaibility  date.     Fee  oavment  shall  be 
delinquent     0  calendar  davs  from  the  date  the  fee   is  due. 

5.2  .     Eligibility  for  Installment  Payments 

For  new  develooments  within  the  downtown  area  for  which 
building  permits  were    issued  prior   to  June   5,   1981,   the  fee  mav 
be  Paid   in   installment  payments. 

The  final   determination  shall  advise  whether  the  fee  may  be 
paid   in   installments  and,   if  the  fee  mav  be  so  paid,   the  final 
determination  shall  also  advise  that   an  election  to  oav  by 
Installments  must   be  delivered   to  the  General  Manager  within  IS 
working  davs  from   the  date  of  mailing  of  the  determination, 

5 .3  iqiection  to  Pay  By  Installments 

An  election  to  pav  in  installments  shall  contain  an 
acknowledgement  of  the  obligation  and  shall   be  on  a  form 
prescribed   bv  the  General  Manager. 

If  the  fee  may  be  paid   in   installments,   the  General  Manager 
shall    include  with  the  notice  of  final   determination  a  copy  of 
the  prescribed  election  form. 

5.4.     Installment  Payments 

Bv  delivery  to  the  General  Manager  of  the  written  election 
to  pay  the  fee  bv  installments,   the  owner  of  a  new  development  is 
obligated  to  pay  the  fee  in  monthly  installments  of  interest 
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onlv,  at   the  rate  of  one  percent    (1%)   per  month,  over  a  period  of 
five    (5)    years,  and  thereafter    in  level  monthly  payments  of 
principal  anri    interest,  at  the  rate  of  one  percent   fl%)  per  month 
on  the  outstandinq  balance,  amortizinq  over    fl)   the  remaining 
useful   life  of  the  development  or    (2)   thirtv  (30)  years, 
whichever   is  the  shorter,  such  payments  to  be  made  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  each  calendar  month  durinq  the  payment  period. 

The   first  monthlv  installment  shall  be  due  on  the   first  day 
of  the  first   calendar  month  following  the  date  the  fee  would 
otherwise  become  due  and  such  first  payment  shall  be  prorated 
according  to  the  nunber  of  days  bv  which  the  due  date   follows  the 
date  the  fee  would  otherwise  become  due. 

Each  installment  pavment  shall   be  delinquent  60  calendar 
days  from  the  date  on  which   it   is  due. 

5^  Issuance  of  Certificate  of  Final  Completion  and  Occupancy 
The  General  Manager  shall   inform  the  central  Permit  Bureau 
when  the  fee  has  been  paid  in  full  or,   in  the  case  of  election  to 
pav  in  installments,  when  the  first   installment  of  the  fee  has 
been  paid.     The  Bureau  mav  not   Issue  the  certificate  of  final 
completion  and  occupancy  until   it  has  been  so  informed. 
7.  Credit  Toward   Payment  of  Other  Fees 
7  '1  ■     One  'T'iine  Fee  Pavment 

In  the  event  that   the  Citv  shall    impose  and  collect  any 
additional  fees  or  assessments  specifically  to  recover  the  costs 
of   transit  services,   including  transit  services  the  cost  of  which 
are   included   in  the  fee    imposed  bv  Section  38.4  of  the  Ordinance, 
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the  owner  of  a   new  development  for  which  the  TIDF  has  been  fully 
paid  shall  annually  receive  a  credit,  up  to  the  total  amount  of 
such  fees  or  assessments,  of  that  portion  of  the  prorated  annual 
amount  of  the  TiDF  equal,  to  those  costs  of  transit  services 
included  in  such  fees  or  assessments  which  are  also  included  in 
the  TIDF.

In  the  event  that  the  City  shall  impose  and  collect  any

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 


Highlights 

The  heavy  precipitation  in  the  Ketch  Hetchy  Watershed  area  has  caused 
minor  damage  throughout  the  Project  road  system.     Precipitation  at  Cherry 
Dam  has  been  the  heaviest  in  27  years  of  record.     As  a  result,  flooding  and 
washouts  on  the  Cherry  Oil  Road  have  forced  curtailment  of  heavy  traffic 
beyond  Early  Intake. 

Rain  fell  as  high  as  the  6,500-foot  elevation  causing  heavy  runoffs  in 
the  Cherry  and  Eleanor  Watersheds  during  the  month.  Despite  the  heavy 
runoff,  there  will  be  no  detrimental  effects  as  we  are  controlling  the 
filling  of  both  reservoirs  with  advanced  releases  when  necessary. 

Meetings  continue  with  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  regarding  the  Cherry- 
Eleanor  Pumping  Plant  permit.     Final  management  constraints  placed  on 
the  Project  have  been  agreed  upon  with  the  Stanislaus  Forest  Supervisor, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Regional  Forester  in  San  Francisco.  We 
expect  this  permit  to  be  issued  in  the  near  future.

The  storage  levels  in  tlie  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  March  amounted  to  26.5  billion  gallons,  which  is  89.0%  of 
capacity.     This  is  slightly  higjier  than  the  26.1  billion  gallons 
and  87.7^  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  February.     For  the  Suburban 
system  as  a  whole,  storage  amounted  to  73.^  billion  gallons  and  9^.^% 
of  capacity  conpareci  to  70.

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Pipe  Cleaning 


A  pipe  cleaning  demonstration  was  conducted  by  Pipesavers, 
Inc.   to  remove  encrustations  from  cast  iron  mains  at  tv;o  test 
locations.     At  the  first  test  location  on  Fulton  Street  between 
29th  Avenue  and  H2nd  Avenue,  the  8"  cast  iron  main  was 
successfully  cleaned  and  its  carrying  capacity  increased  by 
300^.     Although  it  only  required  five  minutes  to  clean  one  block 
of  main,  the  time  required  for  entering  of  the  cleaning  tool  and 
cleanup  after  the  operation  was  substantial.     Most  of  the 
problems  encountered  were  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  this  was 
the  first  time  that  this  company  had  performed  this  type  of  work 
in  the  United  States. 

The  cleaning  of  the  second  test  section  on  Blanken  Street 
was  cancelled  after  two  unsuccessful  attempts  to  clean  the  8" 
main.     The  cleaning  tool  was  unable  to  be  moved  through  an  8  x  8 
cross  and  each  time  the  tool  had  to  be  physically  removed  from 
the  cross.     After  modifications  are  made  to  the  cleaning  tool, 
another  attempt  will  be  made  to  clean  the  Blanken  Street  main.
